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INTRODUCTION 


The various international-wide studies and inquiries, which have 
been undertaken to further the effective adoption of compulsory 
education in all countries, have revealed a number of problems 
closely connected with the main one: the need to provide social 
assistance for children of school age, school building, financing of 
education, and—of outstanding importance—the training which 
primary teachers should receive. These several problems have been 
examined by the International Bureau of Education by means of 
special inquiries which have constituted a basis for the work of 
recent sessions of the International Conference on Public Education. 

In this vast drive to extend education and culture, the primary 
teacher has a foremost part to play, especially as his work and 
influence—particularly in districts remote from urban areas—reach 
far beyond the confines of the school. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance that he should be fittingly trained for his task and, for 
this reason, the International Bureau of Education is now following 
up its earlier inquiry into Primary Teacher Training, published in 
1950 and completed in 1953, with a study of the skills and qualifica- 
tions demanded of the staff of teacher training schools and colleges. 

Although any survey of the question cannot hope to be compre- 
hensive owing to the incomplete nature of the information received, 
this initial review can at least claim to have defined the problem 
and to have brought it to the attention of educational circles; and 
it will enable recommendations to be drafted by the International 
Conference on Public Education, convened jointly by Unesco and 
the International Bureau of Education. 

We have to thank the Ministries of Education who have supplied 
the necessary data for preparation of this study; we are also grateful 
to members of the secretariat for their collaboration.

GENERAL SURVEY 


PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING ESTABLISHMENTS 


LEVEL or Primary TEACHER TRAINING COURSES 


The questionnaire addressed by the International Bureau of Education 
to the Ministries of Education for information on the training of primary 
teacher training staffs consisted of two parts : the first dealt with establish- 
ments of the traditional normal school type offering training courses for 
primary teachers at secondary level and the second with establishments 
affording the same training by courses at higher level. 

The first type of establishments, those at secondary level, are un- 
questionably the most common since they are found in more than three 
quarters of the countries which replied to the inquiry. These schools 
accept pupils who have completed primary or lower secondary studies, 
and provide both general and professional training courses of two to five 
years' duration, depending on previous studies but not generally exceeding 
matriculation standard. 

In a minority of countries, however, the primary teacher training 
courses are at higher level, i.e. they are only open to students who have 
matriculated or who can certify that they have completed secondary 
schooling; the courses are organized either at special teacher training 
establishments such as the teachers’ colleges in the English-speaking 
countries or in the universities as is the case in certain of the Länder in 
the German Federal Republic, or at university institutes such as the 
Institut des sciences de l'éducation in Geneva. In support of the first system, 
it is submitted that there are advantages in making a primary teaching 
career available to many more candidates by means of shorter, and 
consequently less costly, training, thus facilitating the task of educational 
authorities who are faced by an ever growing demand for teachers due to 
the widespread increase of compulsory schooling and its prolongation. 
But along with these practical advantages, the benefits of the more liberal 
and complete training afforded under the second system should not be 
forgotten. The very fact that a candidate has already acquired a good 
general education when he embarks on specifically professional studies 
permits a course to be taken which is more or less wholly devoted to 
subjects of a professional nature and to practical training; further, since 
in the majority of cases it is essential to have matriculated before pro- 
ceeding to a university degree, any field of specialisation at the university 
is open to a primary teacher should he wish to enter it at some later date. 
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In classifying primary teacher training schools, mention must also 
be made of some ten countries where both systems are in force with two 
distinct types of establishment for the purpose (in the U.S.S.R., for 
instance), and of a few cases in-which the same establishment offers two 
curricula, one at secondary level and the other—reserved for holders of 
the baccalaureate—at the higher level. z 

Finally it may happen that the normal school prepares first for the 
baccalaureate and then proceeds to the professional training : this occurs 
in France, for instance. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


Before considering the question of the training of primary teacher 
training staffs, it may be of interest to review in brief the curriculum of 
subjects studied by teacher trainees in the various countries. 

In the table which follows, the subjects appearing in the curricula 
of primary teacher training establishments have been grouped into three 
categories : subjects of general education, professional subjects and special 
(non-academic) subjects. 

This analysis cannot, however, be regarded as rigid since certain 
subjects, which rightly seem to belong to general education or to rank as 
special subjects, are studied under their professional aspect : educational 
sociology, hygiene listed as school health, for instance. 

As regards the first group of subjects, it will be seen at once from the 
table that when the course is at the higher level, less time is allotted to 
subjects of general education such as mathematics, history, geography, etc., 
and that these are even sometimes omitted; the reason for this is obvious 
since—as already mentioned above—complete secondary studies have 
already equipped the teacher trainee with a good general education in 
these subjects. It is clear from the reply of certain countries that where 
these subjects are included in the curriculum they are taught in conjunc- 
tion with the relative teaching methods. 

It is also of interest to note the present tendency to include in the 
curriculum subjects fairly closely connected with the political and social 
life of the country: civics, rural economy, educational sociology, study 
of economic problems, of the cultural background and social conditions, etc. 

The special activities of the country or region and the inereasingly 
practical role of training for everyday life which the primary school has 
to assume are shown in the curricula: thus, instruction in agricultural 
and allied subjects appears fairly frequently. In some cases, for example 
Afghanistan and Syria, these activities are of such importance that the 
various branches of agricultural instruction constitute a fourth group of 
subjects in the teacher trainees’ curriculum. 

The following subjects comprise the curriculum of primary teacher 
training establishments for each of the countries included in the inquiry :

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TRAINING OF PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING STAFFS 


ESTABLISHMENTS WHICH TRAIN TEACHING STAFF 


In the preceding chapter it was shown how the two groups of general 
education and professional subjects are combined to form the most 
important part of the primary teacher training curriculum in normal 
schools and other establishments at secondary level. 

As the aim of this inquiry is to determine the training which staffs 
are required to undergo before instructing teacher trainees in these sub- 
jects, it is mecessary to distinguish the establishments which provide 
training : (a) establishments set up for the express purpose of training 
these teachers (higher normal schools, institutes of education, etc.); 
(b) universities. 

According to the data available, about half of the countries included 
in the inquiry possess institutions for the specific purpose of training 
secondary teachers and normal school stafIs as well; courses are generally 
provided in the subject or subjects which the candidate intends to teach, 
in addition to professional training. The duration of the courses is generally 
two to four years, and five years in a few rather rare cases. Unlike the 
universities—which only admit matriculated students—the normal 
school diploma almost invariably qualifies for admission to these establish- 
ments. Further, as shown in the following table, various facilities are 
often available to students in this type of establishment, as well as financial 
aid covering not merely tuition expenses but also, in some cases, board 
and lodging expenses and even pocket money. 

In the other half of the countries, normal school teachers are trained 
at the university, but the replies give much less detail on the subject; in 
some cases, the university itself provides professional training of a theore- 
tical nature, along with specialised studies. To obtain this training, a 
student attends certain courses in the faculty of philosophy, for instance; 
in other cases, professional training is provided by a compulsory course 
which follows academic studies. 

In a few countries, according to information available, the university 
also has a faculty of education, side by side with its other faculties, which 
undertakes the specifically professional training of teachers. 

Finally, it may be pointed out that in slightly less than a third of the 
countries both systems of training function side by side (specialised 
establishment and university teaching). 

'The following are the institutions which train teachers for normal 
schools and similar establishments in each of the countries included in the 
inquiry : 


Afghanistan. Faculty of arts: trains teachers of professional subjects. 

Faculties of arts, science or law : train teachers of general 

education. Requirements : minimum age 17, maximum 22 years, haccalaureate 

or certificate of teacher training middle school, entrance examination in certain 

cases; all expenses (educational, board, lodging, clothing, pocket money) are 
borne by the State; 4-year course. 
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Albania. Higher Institute of Education: trains teachers of general 
education. Requirements: 18 years and completed secondary studies (or 
23 years maximum and training school diploma), majority of students hold 
government scholarships covering all or part of costs. 4-year course. 

Higher teacher training institutions abroad: train teachers in 
professional subjects. Government scholarships. 


Australia. Teachers’ Colleges: train the teachers of all subjects for the 
education centres in New Guinea and the Territory of Papua. 


Universities : train both teachers of specifically professional 
subjects and those taking general education subjects. 


Austria. The universities train teachers of professional subjects and of 
general education subjects; they provide courses in subjects of specialisation 
and also of a professional nature. Requirements: minimum age 18 years, 
matriculation or teacher training school diploma; 4-year course (minimum) 
leading to the Lehramispriifung, plus a probationary year. 


Belgium. Higher teacher training institutes attached to the universities : 
train teachers of professional subjects; 4-year course leading to the licentiate 
in educational science. 

The universities train teachers of general education subjects 
and offer courses in the field of specialisation simultaneously with professional 
training. Requirements: no age limit, baccalaureate or preliminary degree 
examinations; 4-year course leading to the licentiate, plus one year's practice 
teaching in a secondary school before sitting for the examination qualifying 
for the title of agrégé of secondary education. 


Bolivia. Higher teacher training schools: afford courses in subjects of 
specialisation and professional training. Requirements : no age limit, classical 
baccalaureate; 4-year course free. 


Brazil. University faculty of philosophy: trains teachers of general 
educalion and professional subjects. Requirements : minimum age 18, se- 
condary school leaving certificate, entrance examination, certificate of phy- 
sical and mental health, completion of military service; 4-year course of 
which 3 years are spent on subject of specialisation and one on specifically 
professional training. 


Bulgaria. The universities train teachers of general education and pro- 
fessional subjects; they provide courses in specialised suhjects and profes- 
sional training. Requirements : matriculation, entrance examination; 5-year 
course, scholarships and other facilities. 


Byelorussia. Institutes of education : train both teachers of professional 
and general education subjects. Requirements : minimum age 18, maximum 
35 years, completed secondary studies, entrance examination except for those 
who matriculated with the gold medal; 5-year course free, scholarships for 
the most gifted. 


Teachers of general education can train in the various 
university faculties. Courses free of charge. 


Canada. Universities: train the teachers of professional subjects and 
those of general education subjects. 


Ceylon. The university provides degree courses in the subjects of spe- 
cialisation; a special course at the University of Ceylon offers professional 
training leading to the diploma in education. 


China (Republic of). The Normal University trains teachers of pro- 
fessional subjects and of general education subjects. Requirements: no 
stipulated age limit (students generally aged between 17 and 30 years), com- 
pleted secondary or equivalent studies, entrance examination; 4-year course 
plus a year of teaching practice; expenses of tuition, board and lodging, ete., 
borne by the government; scholarships. 
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The departments of psychology in the universities 
have training facilities for teachers of professional subjects; the other uni- 
versity faculties train teachers of general education. 


Colombia. National University of Education: trains teachers of general 
education and professional subjects. Requirements: minimum age 18 years; 
secondary school-leaving certificate or primary _teacher’s diploma; good 
conduct certificate; 4-year course free (20 pesos registration fee); scholarships 
for the best candidates.

Requirements: no age limit, teachers’ 
certificate; free course of 4 to 10 months (in some cases longer), scholarships 
and reimbursement of expenses for teaching replacement in absence. 

The various university faculties provide for studies in the 
subjects of specialisation (6 to 7 years), followed by a 6 to 12-month course 
in the theory of education and a 6-month teaching practice course. 


Ecuador. Higher department attached to the Juan Montalvo Teacher 
Training College : covers specialised studies and professional training; 2-year 
course. 

Universities of Quito and Guayaquil: provide specialised 
studies and professional training. Requirements: age under 35 years, cer- 
tificate in educational science, 5 years' primary teaching experience, entrance 
examination; 4-year course, registration fee. 


Egypt. Higher Institutes of Education: train university graduates for 
the general diploma in education. Requirements: maximum age 30 years, 
university degree; one year's tuition free, financial assistance. 

Higher Training College: trains teachers of general education 
subjects. Requirements : completion of secondary studies, entrance examina- 
tion in certain cases; 4-year course free. 

Universities : provide specialist studies before admission to the 
Higher Institutes of Education. 


Finland. Universities: Provision for scientific or literary training, as 
well as professional (theoretical) training of principals, “lectors” and 
ordinary teachers on stafis of teacher training schools. 


France. Higher normal schools: train teachers of general education and 
professional subjects. Requirements : baccalaureate and propaedeutical year, 
competitive examination ; 4-year course leading to the title of agrégé, salary 
of probationary civil servant.

SPECIFICALLY PROFESSIONAL TRAINING OF STAFF 


The training of a specifically professional nature (education, psycho- 
logy and teaching practice) which primary teacher training staff are 
required to undergo is unquestionably of capital importance in this inquiry, 
since any sound professional training of primary teachers must be grounded 
on educational science and a fortiori this principle holds good for the 
staff responsible for ensuring that training. 

Educational authorities presumably, therefore, fix different require- 
ments for teachers of general education and for teachers of professional 
subjects since the latter’s subject of specialisation and teaching must 
perforce cover the whole field of educational science. The following table 
shows, however, that only in a limited number of cases has it been possible 
to distinguish that teachers in the second category do, in fact, pursue far 
more advanced study of professional subjects. This glimpse of the many 
ramifications in the study of educational science is all the more interesting 

for the multiple aspects of professional subjects which it conjures up, to 
say nothing of the many other necessarily related fields considered from 
the angle of practical application. 
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A remarkable feature of this survey is the increasing importance 
attached to the study of applied psychology in education, a subject gene- 
rally referred to as educational psychology, and reflecting present-day 
acceptance of the value of a science which has led to such notable progress 


in the field of education. 
The questionnaire submitted to the Ministries of Education covered 


three aspects of teachers’ professional training: study of education, 
strictly speaking, with its various branches, study of psychology, and 
practical training. The various subjects constituting the specifically pro- 
fessional training of normal school staff are, therefore, listed in that order : 


Afghanistan. Pedagogical training: teaching principles, education and 
its tendencies, environments and their influence upon education, role of pri- 
mary schools in Afghanistan's evolution, school organization, etc. Psycholo- 
logical training : psychology, mental development in children and adolescents, 
character formation and role of the teacher, psychology and its relationships 
with other sciences, etc. 


Albania. Pedagogical training : general education, theory of education, 
history of education, special methods of teaching the various subjects, teaching 
technique. Psychological training: general psychology, child psychology, 
educational psychology. Practical training: teaching practice. 


Australia. Teacher training staff for New Guinea and the Territory of 
Papua. Pedagogical training: principles of education, theory of education, 
lesson planning, classroom management (teacher-pupil relationships, class 
control, correction, etc.), teaching aids. Psychological training : child growth 
and development, personality development, study of various problems of 
child psychology. Practical training : various periods of several weeks, frequent 
practical work during the course. 

Staff of Teachers’ Colleges. Pedagogical training: theory of 
education, history of education, experimental education (statistics, measure- 
ment techniques, evaluation, etc.), comparative education, general and special 
teaching methods, school hygiene. Psychological training: educational 
psychology (child and adolescent psychology, psycho-physical basis of learning, 
concentration, memory, attitudes, character, etc.). Practical training : observa- 
tion in schools, two periods of teaching practice of three and four weeks' 
duration respectively. 


Austria, Teachers of general education subjects. Pedagogical training : 
theory and history of education, philosophy, child and adolescent psychology, 
general and special teaching methods, physical education and school health. 
Psychological training : child and adolescent psychology. Practical training : 
probationary year leading to the certificate known as Probejahr-Zeugnis.

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TRAINING OF TEACHERS OF SPECIAL SUBJECTS 


The third group of subjects in the curriculum of teacher trainees 
consists of special (non-academic) subjects : physical education, drawing, 
singing, handicrafts, domestic economy, etc. The official replies furnished 
few details on the training of teachers who instruct in these subjects, but 
certain of the more definite tendencies can be indicated from the data as 
a whole. 

In general, as far as replies are forthcoming on the subject, it may 
be noted that, for this category of teachers, requirements mainly deal 
with the subject which the teacher concerned is to teach, training being 
provided by a specialised institution : schools or academies of fine arts for 
teachers of drawing, conservatoires for teachers of singing, physical training 
establishments for teachers of gymnastics, vocational or trade schools 
for teachers of handicrafts, etc. 

About a third of the replies mentioned that the specialised training 
of these teachers must be at the higher level; in some cases, where spe- 
cialised institutions do not exist in the country, training is undergone at 
establishments abroad. Р 

It would have been of interest to determine whether teachers in 
this category are required to have professional training, in addition to 
the special qualifications demanded by each subject, but only in some 
20 replies was reference made to this training. 

The following table contains a summary of the information available 
for each country on the training of teachers of special subjects :

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Mention is most frequently made of competitive selection by tests 
and examinations, of appointment based on individual merit and quali- 
fications, or again of appointment following automatically upon candidates 
passing out from training establishments, without other formalities, etc. 

Teachers are generally only appointed on a permanent basis after 
serving a satisfactory probationary period, varying mostly between six 


months and two years; when this has been fulfilled, it is usual for the 


engagement to become permanent almost everywhere. 

In some countries, the competent authorities require the candidate 
to have already had several years’ teaching experience in general secondary 
or primary schools. This measure shows the importance attached to the 
appointment of staff with wide teaching experience to posts in the training 


schools. 
Appointment of teacher training school staff is subject to the fol- 


lowing conditions in the countries included in the inquiry :

FURTHER TRAINING OF TEACHERS IN SERVICE 


In more and more fields of human activity, constant efforts at further 
vocational training have become at least as important as the vocational 
training itself. 

This is especially true of the teaching profession since—owing to the 
extremely rapid increase in the number of children of school age—educa- 
tional authorities have been obliged in very many cases to recruit staff 
with insufficient training in order to meet acute demand. 

Important steps are being taken everywhere to encourage serving 
teachers to pursue further studies in their field of specialisation and also 
in that of professional training; this action is promoted by educational 
authorities and teachers’ associations alike, and the numerous measures 
adopted for the purpose, referred to in this and previous inquiries, afford 
teachers practical opportunity of further training and increased knowledge. 

Analysis of replies received to this question shows that the means 
used for further training of normal school staffs are, on the whole, very 
similar to those adopted in other branches of education. It may sometimes 
be asked whether all the measures proposed are specifically intended for 
normal school staffs (except in the case of meetings specially convened 
to examine problems connected with primary teacher training), or whether 
the same facilities are also available to teachers in other types of school. 

Meetings, conferences, study days, staff councils, seminars, courses of 
further training are mentioned in nearly all the replies; then, too, certain 
countries possess special institutes which arrange further training for 
teachers. 

Amongst activities most frequently mentioned, attention may be 
called to those which are of personal advantage to the individual teacher 
as well as fostering international contacts : scholarships for study abroad 
and teacher exchanges (mentioned in nearly one half of the replies). 

Paid leave to enable advanced study is far less common. On the other 
hand, in-service teachers are everywhere afforded the facilities of educa- 
tional journals and specialised publications.

AT SECONDARY LEVEL 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN Primary TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


Teacher training is given in the Xth, XIth and XIIth classes and the 
curriculum consists of the following subjects : theology, Persian, Pashto, 
English, history, geography, algebra, geometry, chemistry, biology, socio- 
logy, education (study of child growth), teaching methods and observation, 
physical culture, art, penmanship, handicrafts, hygiene, agriculture, 

The third year is made up of three twelve-week terms : the first term 
is devoted to theoretical lessons of subjects already taught in the first two 
years, the second to practice teaching, debates and agriculture, and the 
third to training for community leadership. 

A certain number of primary teachers have been trained outside the 
teacher training schools : a complementary course was instituted at Kabul 
to provide for teacher training after school hours. Studies extend over three 
or four years according to a candidate’s preliminary education; they are 
mainly focussed on scientific subjects and the eventual award of a diploma. 
Candidates may then enrol for winter courses lasting two months where 
they obtain special professional training to fit them for teaching. These 
courses are also open to any other teachers desirous of further training. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of specifically professional subjects generally hold diplomas 
in arts subjects and some of them have spent a term as assistants to 
university professors Or foreign experts. _ Teachers of general education 
subjects have usually graduated in arts, science or law. 

Teachers with diplomas from vocational schools who have had con- 
siderable experience in their special subjects may be assigned to teach 
drawing, handicrafts and art; demonstration schools are in the hands of 
certificated teachers who have qualified in the teacher training schools. 

Assistant teachers are known as “© counterparts "; they are graduates 
of arts, science or law who serve under foreign experts, with whom they 
collaborate in research, and after a period of two years are eligible for 
appointment as full-time teachers in the training schools. 

The bachelor's degree is the normal qualification for teaching in the 
teacher training schools and the other secondary schools; it is awarded at 
Kabul University after four years’ study. The faculties of both arts and 
al departments for teacher training.

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two. Candidates must possess the baccalaureate certificate or a certificate 
of the teacher training middle school (the latter being the most usual for 
candidates who aspire to teach in the teacher training schools), and in 
certain cases an entrance examination is also held. 

All educational expenses, as well as board and lodging, clothing and 
even pocket money are borne by the State; the latter also meets all the 
expenses when the student in question goes abroad for study. Scholarships 
may be awarded for this purpose by international organizations such as 
Unesco, the ICA (International Cooperative Alliance), etc. 

Specifically professional training for future teachers also takes in a 
number of subjects concerning sociology, education, teaching methods and 
psychology, for instance: communities and their influence upon the 
individual; environments and their influence upon education; habits; the 
family and the school; education and its tendencies; teaching principles; 
the role of the primary schools in Afghanistan’s evolution; the preparation 
of efficient lessons; the organization of school and classroom; teaching of 
sociological subjects in primary schools; study of local history and geo- 
graphy; mental development in children and adolescents; character forma- 
tion and role of the teacher; leadership; qualities of leaders in human 
society; psychology and its aims; psychology and its relationship with 
other sciences; the sexual glands and their influence on the individual. 

The winter courses mentioned above for the training of primary 
teachers have proved very helpful and, if necessary, persons who have 
attended them for at least four years can be appointed to teach in teacher 
training schools. 


APPOINTMENT 


The requisite qualification for staff of teacher training schools is the 
university diploma and there are no other tests to be undergone at the time 
of appointment. However, recourse is generally had to graduates who have 
already had some teaching experience in secondary schools under expert 
supervision. 

FURTHER TRAINING 


Amongst the opportunities of further training available to in-service 
teachers, attention may be called to the help and advice furnished by the 
experts referred to above; the latter arrange teachers’ mectings after 
school hours when any problems connected with teaching are discussed. 
Experts are present during the lessons so that any mistakes may later be 
remedied. 

Provision is made for the award of fellowships for study abroad to 
teachers who show special promise during their service; a monthly magazine 
issued by the Institute of Education is also useful in keeping. teachers up 
to date in knowledge. 


STAFF FOR PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING ESTABLISHMENTS

Studies at the higher level for training primary teachers are organized 
at Kabul University, with the participation of the faculties of arts and 
science. It is, therefore, the university professors who are responsible for 
the training of primary teachers at this level. 


ALBANIA

SuBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
EsTABLISHMENTS 


The curriculum of the teacher training schools comprises : (a) general 
education subjects: Albanian language and literature, Russian, Marxism- 
Leninism, study of the constitution, history, geography, rational arithme- 
tic, algebra, geometry, physics, chemistry, mineralogy, anatomy and 
physiology, botany, zoology, Darwinism; (b) professional subjects: edu- 
cation, history of education, psychology, methods of teaching the various 
subjects of general education and the special subjects taught in the primary 
schools, school health, practice teaching; (c) special (non-academic) sub- 
jects : physical education, drawing, handicrafts, singing, practical work 


and agriculture. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers appointed to teach professional subjects in the teacher 
training schools must have undergone advanced professional training; 
this is acquired abroad since the country’s Higher Institute of Education 
is not yet in a position to provide such specialised preparation. The said 
institute has, however, a four-year course of training for teachers who will 
give instruction in general education subjects; although there are certain 
teachers at present in service who did not train at this institute but who 
attended courses either at the university, or at the two-year educational 
institutes which will be referred to again later. 

In principle, teachers of special subjects such as drawing, physical 
education, etc., are also required to have had training at the higher level, 
but at present there are still some teachers of special subjects who have 
not undergone the full advanced course of training. 

For admission to the Higher Institute of Education, secondary studies 
must have been successfully completed, usually at the age of eighteen, 
preference being given to candidates with the best average marks. Primary 
teachers are also admitted to this institute provided they obtained their 
training school diploma not more than five years previously and, in such 
cases, the age of admission 15 extended to twenty-three; the majority of 
students hold scholarships which cover all or part of the costs. 

Students sent abroad to train for teaching specifically professional 
subjects receive a government scholarship to cover the overall cost. 
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The specifically professional training given by the Higher Institute 
of Education comprises : (a) study of education which occupies 4.6% of 
the whole time-table and includes courses in general education, theory of 
education, history of education, the special methods of teaching the various 
subjects, teaching technique; (b) study of psychology which occupies 1.4% 
of the time-table and deals with general psychology, child psychology, 
educational psychology; (c) practice teaching, on which the number of 
hours spent amounts to 7% of the time-table. The remainder of the time 
is occupied by scientific or literary training according to the line of spe- 
cialisation. 


APPOINTMENT 


Candidates who have completed their study at the Higher Institute 
of Education, or in another school at the higher level, are given permanent 
appointments without competitive or qualifying examination formalities; 
those who have attended a two-year educational institute or a vocational 
secondary school (the physical education technical school, art high school, 
etc.) are appointed temporarily and undertake to complete the course of 
study at the Higher Institute of Education by correspondence. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


In-service teachers have various further training opportunities : 
courses for candidates for the title of agrégé, special courses organised 
periodically which, in future, will be handled by the institute for the 
further training of teachers due to open this year, committees composed 
of teachers of the same subject in order to ascertain the most successful 
methods of teaching, clubs and pedagogical centres. A professional journal 
“ Schooling and popular culture ” discusses the various teaching problems. 


STAFF FOR PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING ESTABLISHMENTS 
AT HIGHER LEVEL 


The teacher training schools properly so-called train teachers for the 
first four years of school attendance. In addition, there exist educational 
institutes at the higher level, where the curriculum lasts two years, and 
which train teachers for the seven-year schools. Teachers in these institutes 
are either trained at the Higher Institute of Education (four-year course) 
or at a foreign university. 


AUSTRALIA

INTRODUCTION 


The training of primary teachers in Australia is carried out at higher 
level, and admission to the Teachers’ Colleges is subsequent to previous 
study of university matriculation standard. In the Territory of Papua 
and New Guinea, however, there are establishments at secondary level 
for training native primary teachers. The first part of this report therefore 


deals exclusively with these two areas.

In New Guinea and the Territory of Papua education is essentially 
practical for it must be related to the needs of the community and the 
school must become in some measure the centre of all efforts to improve 
the social and economic conditions of the people. It is therefore obvious 
that the course for future native teachers must be arranged to suit the 
needs of life in these areas, and for this reason there is a strong emphasis 
on practical activities. . 

The course for these native trainee teachers lasts for one year and 
includes the following subjects : moral and religious education, nature 
study, teaching methods for subjects in primary school curricula, theory 
of education, school administration and organization, auxiliary teaching 
aids, manual skills, gardening, agricultural blackboard work, physical 
culture and sports. The syllabus also allows for model lessons with dis- 
cussion, and supervised teaching practice forms the central core of the 


training. 6 . к | 

As regards the teaching of professional subjects, it was found that 
attempts to give future native teachers theoretical instruction in the 
general principles of education were unsuccessful. The procedure now 
adopted is that of supervising lessons which are followed by critical dis- 
cussion during which faults in technique are corrected. 

As the education in these areas has a distinctly rural bias, close 
liaison is maintained between the teacher training establishments and 
the Department of Agriculture, Stock and Fisheries and the Department

instructs them in all the subjects of the course. 
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TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Each class of native trainee teachers is entrusted to a teacher who 
has received the normal Australian training at the Teachers’ Colleges and 
has also had experience in the teaching of natives. 

The minimum age of entry to the Teachers’ College is 16% years, 
but entry is usually possible up to thirty-five years. The Leaving Certi- 
ficate or Matriculation examination is required. Intending teachers in 
state government schools may obtain scholarships, allocated by the 
government of each state, covering tuition fees and maintenance. The 
course takes two years. Those recruited as “ cadet education officers d 
receive a salary and a residence allowance. 

In addition, lectures are given by staff of the Australian School of 
Pacific Administration to prepare candidates for their work in these areas. 

As regards professional training, we summarize here, as an example, 
the courses of the Sydney Teachers’ College: principles of education, 
theory of education, lesson planning, classroom management (teacher- 
pupil relationships, class control, correction, etc.), teaching aids, child 
growth and development, personality development, study of various 
problems of child psychology. Teaching practice consists of various 
periods of several weeks and frequent practical work during the course. 


APPOINTMENT 


Vacant posts in the Territory of Papua and New Guinea are advertised 
in the press and applications are accepted either from fully qualified and 
experienced teachers, or from those wishing to join the service as trainee 
“ cadet education officers " in these areas. A special committee consisting 
of representatives of the Commonwealth Office of Education and of the 
territories concerned selects candidates and sends a report to the Public 
Service Commissioner who controls recruitment. Appointments are on a 
permanent basis, but for ** cadet education officers ” there is a probationary 
period of twelve months. 

Before taking up their posts in the territories under discussion, 
intending teachers take a five weeks' orientation course at the Australian 
School of Pacific Administration.

SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN Primary TEACHER TRAINING

The curriculum of the Teachers’ Colleges comprises: (a) general 
education subjects: English, history, mathematics, natural science, social 
studies, speech training, hygiene; (b) professional subjects: education 
(history of education, principles of education, teaching methods, organiza- 
tion of education), psychology, child study, educational psychology, 
teaching practice; (c) special (non-academic) subjects: physical culture, 
manual arts and crafts, music. 
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The number of subjects taught by one teacher depends largely on 
the size of the college. In practice each teacher deals with two or three 
subjects according to his capabilities. An attempt is made to keep the 
number of lectures for each member of staff as low as possible. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


In most cases the staffs of Teachers’ Colleges are former teachers of 
considerable experience. In general they possess a university bachelor’s 
degree with first class honours in the subject they intend to teach or a 
closely associated subject, and in addition a university Diploma in Educa- 
tion. Many teachers also possess master’s or doctor’s degrees. 

Teachers of non-academic subjects must have the diploma of a 
specialist institution in addition to a Trained Teachers’ Certificate. 

Teachers for demonstration schools are selected because of the high 
standard of their teaching, but they have no special academic qualification 
apart from the usual teacher training. Some possess a university degree 
and a Diploma in Education, others a Trained Teachers’ Certificate. 

As an example of the specifically professional studies provided in the 
one-year post-graduate course for the Diploma in Education, we here 
summarize the syllabus of the University of Sydney. Professional training : 
theory of education (aims, function of the school in a democratic state, the 
process of education, etc.), history of education (the liberal tradition, 
religious traditions, the influence of modern educationalists such as Come- 
nius, Rousseau, Pestalozzi, etc.), experimental education (statistics, 
measurement techniques, evaluation, etc.), comparative education, 
general and special teaching methods, school hygiene. Psychological 
training : educational psychology (child and adolescent psychology, the 
psycho-physical basis of learning, concentration, memory, attitudes, 
character, etc.). Practical training : observation in schools, two periods 
of teaching practice of three and four weeks’ duration respectively. 


APPOINTMENT 


Vacant posts are advertised in the press and candidates are inter- 
viewed by a committee consisting of representatives of the Teachers’ 
College and of the Department of Education. In most cases permanent 
positions are offered to those teachers who have been accepted by the 
college in the first place on a temporary basis. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Serving teachers may take advantage of several means of further 
training : staff meetings, which are particularly valuable to young teachers 
recently appointed, exchange with other teachers either within the country 
or from abroad, especially Great Britain and the United States, scholarships 
for study abroad (in New South Wales teachers continue to receive half 
pay during the tenure of their scholarship abroad) and educational publi- 
cations such as the Forum of Education produced by the Sydney Teachers’ 
College. In New South Wales close contact between teachers is maintained 
through the Professional Association of Lecturers which from time to time 
conducts conferences for the discussion of important topics,

The curriculum of study in the teacher training schools (a five-year 
course in continuation of eight years’ schooling) consists of the following 
subjects : religious knowledge, German, a modern foreign language, Latin, 
history, geography, mathematics, physics and chemistry, natural history, 
education, methods of teaching and practice teaching, somatology and 
school health, physical culture, freehand drawing, penmanship, handi- 
crafts, music and singing, study of the piano, organ and violin, agronomy. 

Together with the compulsory subjects mentioned above, stenography 
and elocution are taught as optional subjects. 

Education and psychology are taught by the same teacher, so are 
German and Latin, and history and geography, and the teacher of singing 
also gives lessons in instrumental music. 

А characteristic of Austrian teacher training schools is the special 
importance attached to the musical education of teacher trainees; teaching 
of instrumental music is organized in very small groups. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


There are no special establishments in Austria for the professional 
training of teachers for the teacher training schools; this training is 
obtained at the universities and—as regards teachers of special subjects 
—at the university institutes of physical culture and academies of fine 
arts. Whatever subject they teach, all teachers must have done advanced 
study in their field of specialisation and have undergone professional 
training attested by an examination to prove their fitness for teaching 
(Lehramtsprüfung). In addition, for a candidate to be fully qualified to 
teach, he must have done a probationary year in recognition of which 
he is awarded the certificate known as the Probejahr-Zeugnis. 

For teachers of general education subjects, the certificate of aptitude 
for teaching is the same as that imposed for teachers in the other secondary 
schools (secondary classical and modern schools, etc.) which must 
accompany the university degree corresponding to the field of specialisation 
selected. "Teachers of professional subjects must, on the other hand, have 
passed a special examination qualifying them to teach education in the 
teacher training schools (Lehramtspriifung für Pädagogik an Lehrerbildungs- 
anstalten); the only candidates who may sit for this special examination 
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are those who have completed university studies in the faculty of philosophy 
and who already hold a certificate of aptitude for teaching in secondary 
or primary schools. As regards the latter category who possess the certifi- 
cate of aptitude for primary teaching, it may be pointed out that many 
of the graduates of teacher training schools are attracted by higher educa- 
tion and consequently give up their intention of primary teaching and 
embark on university studies to train for secondary teaching; the more so 
as, since 1951, the teacher training school diploma is considered equivalent 
to matriculation in qualifying for admission to the university. It is, 
accordingly, understandable that the educational authorities consider 
this category of teachers who have been through the teacher training 
school as the most apt to train future teachers and are seeking to encourage 
this type of training; at the present time, about a third of the teachers in 
service in the teacher training schools were trained in this way. 

Eighteen is the minimum age of admission to the university and the 
duration of studies is at least eight semesters in all branches; tuition costs 
are very low and government scholarships also exist. 

Specifically professional training covers eight semesters of advanced 
study. For future teachers of general education subjects 1, it comprises 
courses on the theory and history of education, philosophy, child and 
adolescent psychology, the special teaching of the subjects chosen, general 
teaching, physical education and school health. 

For those intending to teach professional subjects, training require- 
ments are more advanced; students concerned must attend courses on 
contemporary education, logic and ethics and participate for at least two 
semesters in the practical work of the educational seminar and the institute 
of psychology, in addition to attending the courses compulsory for all 
candidates. They are required to have a thorough knowledge of all ques- 
tions relating to education and teaching (principles of systematic organ- 
ization of educational science and their philosophic bases, history of educa- 
tion from the earliest times to the present day and particularly since the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, modern educational tendencies, 
characteristics and historical development of the Austrian school system 
and especially of primary education, organization of vocational guidance, 
youth aid and adult education, the German school system, detailed study 
of primary, secondary and teacher training syllabuses, as well as of the 
principal teaching aids, school legislation and provisions relating to 
primary education, psychology and educational psychology, psychic 
symptoms of a pathological nature, school health, ete.). In addition, 
these candidates must further prove, at the examination, that they have 
a thorough knowledge of the work of one major educationist, submit 
independent work on a subject of education or educational psychology, 
write an essay—in four hours under supervision—on a given subject in 
education or psychology and carry out a two-year practical probationary 
period (either two years In a primary school, or one year in a secondary 
school plus one year in a primary demonstration school). 

Teachers in demonstration schools must possess the teacher training 
school diploma, the certificate of aptitude for primary teaching (which is

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awarded after two years’ practice), another certificate of aptitude for 
teaching (upper primary, secondary or special), and must have a minimum 
of five years’ practical experience. , 


APPOINTMENT 


In official teacher training schools, as in the secondary schools, teachers 
are initially engaged on contract, for a given period, provided that the 
vacant posts cannot be refilled by the transfer of teachers who already 
hold permanent appointments. Vacancies are officially announced so 
that all duly qualified persons may apply, but there is no longer any 
examination requirement. Local educational authorities select three 
candidates who appear to them most suitable to fill the post in question 
and submit the nominations to the Ministry which appoints the successful 
candidate. The contractual appointment must be for a minimum of four 
years and if the candidate has given complete satisfaction, he may then be 
permanently appointed. Teachers for the staff of teacher training schools 
are very carefully selected and it is not usual to appoint beginners. Staff 
requirements are easily gauged in advance as the establishments of the 
teacher training schools remain stable. 

The same procedure holds good for all teachers, including teachers in 
the demonstration schools. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Educational conferences are regularly organized in all teacher training 
schools for the further training of in-service teachers. The Ministry itself 
publishes items of educational news (Pddagogischen Mitteilungen) every 
month as a supplement to its official bulletin; in addition it organizes 
study days held each year in a different district, in which representatives 
of the Ministry and the educational authorities take part in order to review 
problems of teacher training jointly with the teachers. Teacher training 
school staffs also participate in meetings attended by teachers of the same 
subjects serving in the secondary schools. 

Since 1948, Austrian teachers in teacher training schools have taken 
part in Unesco seminars and various meetings in London, Montreal, Pode- 
brady and Geneva. Teacher exchanges have so far been effected with the 
U.S.A. and France, and an exchange with Belgium is under consideration.

Teacher training colleges exist at the higher level mainly to train 
teachers for the upper primary schools (Hauptschule) and to organize 
further training of teachers. Many primary teachers who wish to prepare 
for the examination of aptitude for teaching in the Hauptschulen attend 
courses in these colleges. 

The teaching staff in these establishments consists of teachers chosen 
freely from teachers on the staff of teacher training schools or a university, 
inspectors or even teachers themselves. 


BELGIUM

Primary teacher training schools have a four-year curriculum in 
continuation of the three years’ lower secondary studies. The following 
subjects are taught: religious knowledge, ethics, French, Flemish, 
English and German, history and geography, mathematics, physical and 
natural science, commerce, education and methods of teaching, physical 
culture, hygiene, drawing, handicrafts, music, domestic economy, women’s 


work. 
TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of general education subjects in teacher training schools 
fall into two categories : (a) those with the title of agrégé of senior secondary 
education (with mention of the selected field of specialisation); (b) those 
with the title of normal school teacher, a title formerly conferred on holders 
of diplomas of the intermediate teacher training schools, or “ régents ” 
who, after ten years’ service, sat for a supplementary examination entitling 
them to teach in the teacher training schools. It should be pointed out, 
however, that this method of recruiting has now been dropped in favour 
of the appointment of agrégés. 

Teachers in category (a) are, therefore, secondary teachers with the 
same qualifications as those in the State general secondary schools for 
boys and girls. Their training was described in detail in the survey 
published in 1954 ! and it may be recalled here that it consists of a four- 
year university course leading to the degree of licentiate; after which the 
candidate is able to proceed to the title of agrégé by sitting for an examina- 
pecially with educational subjects, provided that he has 
done practice teaching in a secondary school for at least one year, under 
the supervision of his methods teacher. 

These teachers undergo their professional training at the university, 
ith scientific or literary training, and the percentage of

Teachers of professional subjects are trained in the higher teacher 
training institutes attached to the universities and have the title of 
licentiates in educational science, but they may also belong to the category 
of teacher training school teachers mentioned above. 

In the higher teacher training institutes, the time spent on the different 
studies is as follows : + professional training 35%, psychological training 
22.5%, practical training 27.5%, general education and related educational 
science 15%. 

There is no age requirement for admission to study at the university : 
it is sufficient to have completed secondary studies or to have passed one 
of the preliminary degree examinations. The licentiate in educational 
science is open to primary teachers. 

Apart from possible costs for board and purchase of books, registration 
fees amount to some 1,500 francs a year in the State universities; allowance 
must also be made for several hundred francs in respect of examination 
costs. 

It is worthy of note that independent students are able to obtain the 
diploma of agrégé of senior secondary education in four years if they are 
successful in five tests before a central board of examiners set up by the 
government, and which deal with the corresponding university syllabus. 

Teachers of physical culture are agrégés of senior secondary education 
who have specialised in this subject. 

Teachers of handicrafts, drawing, music, domestic economy and 
women’s work are trained in special establishments organized for the 
purpose by the government, but are not trained solely to teach these 
subjects in the primary teacher training schools : these are domestic science 
or technical teacher training schools. Candidates must hold the diploma 
of agrégé of lower secondary education in their special subject. Teachers of 
music must possess the certificate of proficiency to teach music in secondary 
schools. 

Teachers in the demonstration schools must hold the primary teacher's 
diploma. 


APPOINTMENT 


On possession of the requisite diploma, teachers in State primary 
teacher training schools are appointed by the Ministry of Education in a 
temporary capacity. They are appointed permanently by Royal decree, 
after submission of their names by the Ministry and favourable recom- 
mendation by the competent inspectors. 

Before being appointed as teacher of education and methods of 
teaching in the State primary teacher training schools, a candidate must 
have had a minimum of eight years’ teaching experience in the State- 
inspected primary schools.

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FURTHER TRAINING 


To provide for the further training of teachers already serving in the 
teacher training schools, the Ministry of Education arranges teacher 
exchanges in accordance with existing international agreements; it has 
also founded a travelling fellowship to be awarded to the author of the 
best work on education published or submitted during the two years 
prior to the award. 

The Department of Education also organizes educational weeks and 
study and information days, given up to the teaching of the various 
special subjects. 

Apart from the major educational journals of general interest, several 
teachers’ associations publish specialised periodicals. Some teacher training 
establishments publish, or have published, journals of a certain educational 


or literary importance.

To further education, recourse may be had to foreign teachers, for 
instance, to teach classical and modern languages.

A journal entitled Minkha (assistance) is also published for the benefit

Consequently the degree of 
licenciado required by the law is in practice not insisted upon except in 
the areas where a faculty of philosophy exists, and those who have received 
higher education may be admitted to teach their specialized subject after 
having passed an examination before an official board, and so obtained 
an ad hoc certificate (either a registro or an autorização especial). However. 
the number of teachers appropriately qualified under the legal regulations 
is yearly increasing. :

The requirements for the training of teachers for demonstration 
classes vary from one federated state to another: in some states the

In official teacher training schools temporary appointment is made on 
presentation of the degree of licenciado or of one of the certificates men- 
tioned above (registro or autorização especial); before the appointment 
can be made permanent the candidate must pass a competitive examina- 
tion, and in some of the federated states he must even produce a thesis. 

In teacher training schools under private management, a candidate 
must hold the same qualifications as in state schools but the teacher is 
often appointed for a specified period under a contract, which may however 


be renewed.

In the school: year 1955-1956, the four-year teacher training course 
(which follows seven years’ primary school) was extended to five years. 
The new curriculum comprises the following subjects : general education 
subjects: Bulgarian language and literature, Russian, a modern Western 
language, principles of Darwinism, logic, history, history of the soviet 
communist party and history of the Bulgarian communist party, arith- 
metic and mathematics, physics, chemistry, geology, anatomy and physio- 
logy, botany, zoology, principles of rural economy, study of the constitu- 
tion; professional subjects: education, history of education and history 
of education in Bulgaria, psychology, methods of teaching the various 
subjects, children’s literature, school health, class observation and practice 
teaching; special (non-academic) subjects : physical culture, drawing, handi- 
crafts, penmanship, singing, study of a musical instrument. 

Together with these compulsory subjects, pupils are allowed to 
study music and solo singing as optional subjects and to follow advanced 
courses in sports or arts. LM 

Each subject is taught by a specialist teacher; except that where a 
teacher does not give the complement of lessons in his principal subject 
he may complete his time-table by teaching a second subject. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


The staff of teacher training schools, both those who teach general 
s as well as those instructing in professional subjects, 
are trained in the universities like all secondary teachers; they must 
specialise in the subject which they intend to teach and sit for a State 
examination to determine their competence. 

Admission to the university is conditional upon an entrance examina- 
tion set on the Bulgarian language and the subject selected for specialisa- 
tion; the large number of entrants permits selection of the best material. 
The curriculum lasts five years and some 40% of the students are scholar- 
ship holders; other facilities (such as the organization of cafeterias and 
living accommodation) are available to all. 

«The curriculum of intending teachers is so drawn up to ensure their 
thorough training in the subject selected, a sound teaching training and 
excellent practice teaching; courses are also provided to complete their

On the whole, the present curricula provide a better practical training 
for intending teachers than previously : students are present at lessons in 
their field of specialisation throughout the secondary and normal school clas- 
ses and students of education also attend pre-primary and primary classes. 

Practice teaching first takes place during two or three terms of six 
months for two to four hours a week; after the student has been present 
at model lessons and has analysed them with the help of trained experts 
he himself gives lessons in the demonstration schools under expert super- 
vision. Two periods of four weeks’ continuous practice are then arranged 
the first in the fourth year and the second in the fifth, and during the second 
period the student acts as teaching adviser in a senior Secondary class; 
all the teachers give assistance to the students during these periods of 
practical work to estimate how far their tuition has been assimilated and 
to correct any mistakes.

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1956-1957, all higher education is free of charge; the most gifted students 
are awarded State scholarships and needy students are granted allowances 
from funds which the State puts at the disposal of higher school principals 
for the purpose.

The previous four-year course of training has been extended to cover 
five years, starting with the school year 1956-1957. 

Besides general questions of education, teacher trainees study the 
whole field of principles and methods of teaching; these theoretical courses 
are accompanied by direct observation in the schools and various practical 
work. The course in history of education deals with education in foreign 
countries, Russian pre-revolutionary education and soviet education. 


APPOINTMENT 


Normal school staff are generally recruited from candidates who have 
the requisite academic qualifications combined with long teaching ex- 
perience; appointment is on a permanent basis. 


FURTHER ‘TRAINING 


Several means of further training are available to in-service teachers : 
(a) annual regional meetings organized to review and discuss results, 
as well as all matters affecting normal schools; (b) seminars and conferences 
to bring teachers of the same subject together; (c) assistance and advice 
constantly afforded by the staffs of the institutes of education; (d) Ped 
nities of scientific consultation for teachers who are candidates for secondary 
teaching posts in professional subjects; (e) participation in the “ educational 
lectures " organized by the Scientific Institute for Educational Research; 
(f) professional and specialised journals published in the U.S.S.R. or in 
Byelorussia : “ Soviet Education ", “ Public Education ", “ The Soviet 
School ”, ‘ Assistant Teachers ", etc.

As stated in the introductory note, a second type of school exists for 
training primary teachers: it ranks as being at the higher level since 
only students who have completed secondary education are accepted. The 
course is only of a two-year duration. | ) 

In this type of normal school, professional subjects are given major 
importance and, since the students have had the advantage of a complete 
secondary education, provision is only made in the curriculum for those 
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general education subjects of some special value for teacher trainees. The 
curriculum comprises the following : general education subjects : Russian and 
Byelorussian language and literature, theory of arithmetic; professional 
subjects: education, history of education, child psychology, methods of 
primary class teaching, school health, practice teaching; special subjects : 
practical workshop and agricultural skills. Students also have the option of 
attending courses in a foreign language, singing, elocution, etc. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Ministry of Education has a major reform of normal studies under 
consideration. Under the new system, special departments of the institutes 
of education will be responsible for training primary teachers; the course, 
covering four years, will only be open to candidates who have completed 
secondary education and who have genuine aptitude for primary teaching. 
As soon as these courses are organized under the institutes of education, the 
present normal schools will be abolished. 


CANADA 


From the reply sent by the Canadian Education Association 


INTRODUCTION 


Each Canadian province has its own school system and the courses 
for primary teachers are therefore not organized in the same way through- 
out the country. In certain provinces (British Columbia, Alberta, New- 
foundland) primary teachers are trained at the university, in others at 
teacher training schools (teachers' colleges or normal schools). However, 
in spite of fairly considerable differences between one system and another, 
this report gives a broad outline from which one may obtain an overall 
idea of the training of staff for primary teacher training.

For the above stated reasons, the curricula for student teachers vary 
from province to province, but in general the following subjects are taught; 
(a) general education subjects: English, social studies (history and geo- 
graphy), mathematics, science, hygiene; (b) professional subjecis: phi- 
losophy of education, history of educational development, general metho- 
dology, general, child and educational psychology, school administration 
and law, classroom management, audio-visual education, children’s 
literature (including library methods), teaching practice; (c) special (non- 
academic) subjects: physical education, arts and crafts, music, industrial 
arts or home economics. 

Further, in some provinces students may take courses in diagnostic 
and remedial techniques. There are also optional subjects. 

In general all subjects are taught by specialists. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of professional subjects generally hold a university degree 
together with a teaching certificate, and many of them also possess one or 
more post-graduate degrees; all must have had considerable teaching 
experience. As for teachers of general education subjects they must 
possess a university degree preferably an honours degree, and in places 
where primary teachers are trained at the university, they must fulfil the 
same conditions as all other university professors; the requirements in 
this case vary from a B.A. degree to one or more doctorates. 

Teachers of non-academic subjects, in addition to the teachers’ 
certificate, have had the special training required by their subject. 

Teachers in demonstration schools hold teachers’ certificates and are 
specially recommended by their inspectors, preference being given to those 
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with a university degree and a minimum of three to five years’ experience. 
Demonstration schools are few, and generally speaking the practical 
work of student teachers is done in ordinary schools. 

It can be seen then from the preceding remarks that staff for primary 
teacher training are provided by the universities. They may pursue their 
studies either in Canada or abroad, particularly in the U.S.A., the United 
Kingdom or in France, but generally they receive their first degree in their 
own province, and it is their provincial department of education which 
issues their teaching certificate. 

Few teachers in primary teacher training establishments have been 
trained in teacher training colleges at higher level and none of these 
received their training in Canada. Some colleges still have on their staff 
a few teachers without degrees appointed many years ago, but this is 
exceptional. 

Professional training varies a good deal from teacher to teacher for 
there are no specific required qualifications. For example, teachers of 
education—who have already received instruction in this subject for their 
teaching diploma—complete their training by means of summer courses, 
in-service courses and postgraduate university courses. 

Studies in psychology also vary greatly. Teachers of this subject 
hold at least a Master’s degree in psychology or have done post-graduate 
work of an equivalent standard. Other teachers have usually had one 
course in general psychology or educational psychology and one course 
in child psychology. 

The practical training is the number of years previous teaching 
experience required from all teachers. 


APPOINTMENT 


There is no special procedure for appointment. In practice candidates 
are selected on the basis of their past academic record and professional 
experience which must be of at least five years’ duration. A probationary 


period varying from six months to two years is required in most of the 
provinces before permanent appointment. 


FURTHER TRAINING

FURTHER TRAINING 


Various countries offer scholarships for study abroad (the British 
Council Scholarship, for example, or the Smith-Mundt Scholarship of the 
U.S.A.); a few teachers have been sent abroad so far, but definite schemes 
have not yet been elaborated. 

Conferences and refresher courses are organized by the Department 
of Education (including one for the teaching of English as a second lan- 
guage) and by the All-Ceylon Union of Teachers which has branches 
throughout the country.

The curriculum of the teacher training schools comprises : (a) general 
education subjects: Chinese, history, geography, mathematics, physics, 
chemistry, natural science, civics; (b) professional subjects: introduction 
to education, history of education, educational psychology, tests and 


statistics, social science, practice teaching; special (non-academic) sub- 


jects: physical education, art, handicrafts and music. 


English is an optional subject throughout the curriculum whereas 
the four special subjects are only optional in the third year. 

Subjects taught by one and the same teacher are combined as follows : 
history and geography; physics and chemistry; Chinese, history and civics. 


‘TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of specifically professional subjects must be graduates of 
the department of education of the Normal University or department of 
psychology of another university ; the Normal University also trains 
teachers of special subjects in its specialized departments. 

General education subjects are taught by teachers who underwent 
professional training at the university or another institution of the same 
level, in the faculty or department corresponding to their field of specia-

Statistics on the age of freshmen at the Normal University show 
that the age of admission varies between seventeen and thirty years.

TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Staffs of teacher training schools, whether for general education 
subjects, educational sciences or physical culture, are generally trained 
at the National University of Education. 

Candidates seeking admission to the National University of Education 
must be at least eighteen years of age and hold the secondary school 
leaving certificate or the primary teacher's diploma (these qualifications 
are obtained after six years' study at secondary level); they must also 
provide a good conduct certificate. After four years' study the candidate 
receives a degree of licentiate in the subject in which he has specialised, 
chosen from among the following : philosophy and educational sciences, 
social studies, languages (with philology), biology, physical culture. — 

The staffs of teacher training schools may also receive their profes- 
sional training at : (a) the faculty of education of the University of Antio- 
quia, (b) the faculty of languages and philology of the University of the 
Atlantic at Barranquilla, (c) the faculty of languages and philology of the 


University of Caldas. 
In all these establishments the students pay a registration fee of 20 


pesos but tuition is free; the best candidates may obtain a scholarship of 
90 pesos a month. 
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Vacation courses are also held in several towns and in certain cases 
these courses may also train secondary teachers and the staff for teacher 
training schools. 

Teachers in demonstration schools are certificated school teachers 
who have had several years' experience. 

The specifically professional training of future training school staff 
comprises: (a) education proper, including courses in general education, 
general and special teaching methods, the history and philosophy of 
education, educational legislation; (b) psychology, including courses in 
general psychology applied to education, experimental psychology, child 
and adolescent psychology, educational psychology and testing; (c) teach- 
ing practice, which is carried out first in the demonstration schools attached 
to the teacher training schools, and then in the secondary and teacher 
training schools attached to the National University of Education. 

To ensure the best possible conditions for the scientific or literary 
training of future teachers in teacher training schools, the University of 
Education has at its disposal the necessary laboratories and libraries; 
furthermore students specialising in the same subject come together in a 
work group. 

About 60% of the total time-table is devoted to Specifically profes- 
sional training, i.e. the various educational sciences (theory of education, 
psychology and teaching practice); the rest of the time is devoted to 
general education subjects. 


APPOINTMENT 


For the appointment of teacher training school teachers, the candi- 
dates degrees and diplomas, years of experience and proved capabilities 


are taken into consideration; this is the case for temporary as for perma- 
nent appointments. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Several means are employed to promote the further training of 
teachers already in schools : foreign scholarships, special courses and 
vacation courses, seminars, lectures and professional reviews.

There are twenty-five teacher training colleges in the country, eight 
of which are State controlled and the remainder are under private 
management but receive substantial grants from the government ;

school. 

There is some difficulty in classifying the Danish teacher training 
colleges as establishments at the secondary or at the higher level : as they 
provide both for students who have passed the university matriculation 
examination who obtain their diploma after three years’ study and for 
students who, after the middle school, have taken up some practical 
occupation and later seek to take up teaching; for the second category of 
students the teacher training course lasts four years and an admission 


examination is compulsory.

The curriculum given here as an example is that of the urban training 
schools or training colleges, with the reservation that the course takes on 
a professional character only from the fourth year onwards, the previous 
instruction being based on general education. Furthermore, several of the 
subjects mentioned below only figure in the syllabus for one or two years. 
The diploma obtained at the end of the course is a certificate in educa- 
tional science (bachillerato en ciencias de la Educación).

In the Higher Training College, students in each of the four depart- 
ments follow courses in education, history of education, teaching methods, 
school hygiene, basic culture, psychology and teaching practice. Alto- 
gether these professional subjects take up 33% of the time-table in the 
last two years. 


APPOINTMENT 


There are no temporary teachers in the country’s teacher training 
schools. Staffs may be appointed directly after graduating from their 
‘Higher Institute of Education or Higher Training College, but may also 
be selected from among teachers already in secondary schools. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Serving teachers may receive further training at special courses 
organized for this purpose at home or abroad. They have also the oppor- 
tunity of receiving special training in fundamental education centres 
or audio-visual centres. Educational periodicals are accessible to all 


teachers.

In the teacher training schools there are teaching posts in respect 
of the following subjects : (a) religious knowledge, (b) professional subjects 
(education, history of education, ethics, psychology, methods of teaching, 
school administration), (c) history, political economy, political and social 
sciences, (d) mother tongue, (e) German and Swedish, (f) geography, 
(g) biology, (h) rural economy, (i) mathematics, (j) physics and chemistry, 
(К) physical culture, sports, school health, (1) singing and music, (m) domes- 
tic economy, (n) handicrafts (men), art and penmanship. 

In some of the smaller teacher training schools the same teacher may 
combine several subjects: thus, religious knowledge, history, political 
economy, political and social sciences may be taught by one and the same 
teacher; similarly geography, biology and possibly rural economy; or 
again, mathematics, physics and chemistry. 

In addition to the regular posts listed above, temporary posts exist 
for the teaching of English and also for Finnish in the Swedish-language 
teacher training schools, and for Swedish and German in the Finnish- 
language schools.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Normal schools for training primary teachers provide courses cor- 
responding to the second stage of modern secondary studies leading to the 
baccalaureate, followed by professional training. The studies involved 
are thus partly at secondary and partly at higher level. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


The following subjects are taught in all normal schools during the 
years spent preparing for the baccalaureate : French, one or two modern 
languages (option of German, English, Arabic, Italian, Spanish), philosophy, 
history and geography, mathematics, physics, natural science, physical 
culture, drawing, musical education, handicrafts or domestic science. In 
principle, each subject is taught by a specialised teacher. 

The following are the subjects taught during the years of professional 
training : French literature and grammar, local history and geography, 
arithmetic and teaching of calculating, physics and natural science, 
study of the cultural background, general teaching methods, special 
teaching methods, history of education and theories of education, pro- 
fessional ethics, child psychology, study of social conditions, school legis- 
lation and administration, practical work for teaching the science of 
observation and applied science, practice teaching (model lessons in 
demonstration schools and three periods of four weeks’ teaching practice 
in the year), social and extra-curricular activities, physical culture, drawing, 
handicrafts or domestic science music and choral singing, instruction in 
agriculture. 

Pupils also attend various lectures on 
foreign lecturers at the school and accomplish 
of training : (a) a course of physical culture i 
and athletic education; (b) a period of tra 
camp; (c) a course in popular education.

In résumé, after obtaining а university 
degree in the selected field of study (a period of at least three years' higher 
education), a candidate is either required to train for the C.A.P.E.S. 
(general secondary teacher's certificate), or for the title of agrégé, necessita- 
ting at least a further year of study. 

Secondary teacher trainees can also study at a higher normal school 
to which they may be admitted after completing the first year of the 
degree course, known as the propaedeutical year, in a lycée. Two of the 
higher normal schools traditionally aim at preparing their students for 
teaching posts in normal schools : these are the higher normal schools at 
Fontenay-aux-Roses for girls and at Saint-Cloud for boys. 

Admission to higher normal schools is by competitive examination, 
preparation for which requires, as stated, at least one year's study after 
the baccalaureate; to enter Saint-Cloud or Fontenay-aux-Roses, candidates 
must be at least eighteen and not more than twenty-four years old. They 
may not sit for the entrance examination more than three times. On 
admission, pupils are appointed probationary civil servants and receive 
a salary; as from the third year they draw the salary of a certificated 
teacher from which deductions are made for costs of board, library, etc. 

Pupils at the higher normal schools must complete the degree course 
in the two years following admission in order to have the remaining two 
years to train for a diploma in advanced studies and the title of agrégé. 

General education and professional studies therefore require at least 
four years after the baccalaureate to qualify for the C.A.P.E.S., and five 
years for those opting to pass through the higher normal school and to 
study for the title of agrégé. — А . 

"Teachers of general education subjects, as well as those responsible 
for professional subjects, must train as described above; the second cate- 
gory are recruited from primary school inspectors, former teachers of 
arts or philosophy who have served as inspectors for at least two years. 
Normal school principals also take part in the professional training of 
primary teacher trainees and are recruited from primary inspectors al- 
ready registered on à list of those certificated, prepared by the Ministry 
of National Education in accordance with the proposals of the Joint 
Administrative Commission of Normal School Principals. They should 
have served a minimum two-year probationary period in the capacity 
of primary inspectors, have had at least three years' experience as full- 
time teachers in a normal school, and be at least thirty-five years old.

The C.A.P.E.S. examination qualifies teacher trainees in respect of 
professional training. 

In addition, teachers of professional subjects must also undergo the 
training of primary inspectors which is determined by the requirements of 
the competitive examination for the C.A.J.P. (primary inspector's cer- 
tificate). The examination includes written and oral tests, details of which 
follow. 

Written tests : an essay (five hours’ duration) on a question of psycho- 
logy applied to education, or on general education; an essay (five hours) on 
a question relating to general principles of knowledge and ethics, or on 
professional ethics. 


Oral tests: explanation of a work by a French author selected at 
random from the set books in the syllabus of the session; interrogation 
follows on the text of the book, the life and works of the author concerned. 

For metropolitan France, the other oral tests comprise : (a) an account, 
followed by interrogation, of education applied for general health and 
school health in the nursery-infant or elementary primary school; (b) re- 
port on a question of school administration and legislation; this question is 
discussed after an hour’s preparation alone, during which the candidate 
may consult a code of primary education or other documents if necessary. 
. For overseas France, the remaining oral tests comprise : (a) an account 
of applied education in the overseas territories, in connection with the 
primary school and questions relating to primary education; (b) interroga- 
tion on general health and school health, taking into account the geo- 
graphic and social conditions of the overseas territories; (c) report on a 
question relating to school administration and legislation in the overseas 
territories (documentation at candidates' disposal); (d) interrogation on 
the geography of the overseas territories and Associated States; (e) a 
practical test (visit to a school to judge its accommodation and teaching 
organization, and subsequent oral report and comments). 

The higher normal schools at Saint-Cloud and Fontenay-aux-Roses 
annually organize training courses for the primary inspector's certificate 
and that of normal school principal (one-year duration). 

To ensure that all the different branches contribute effectively to the 
general training, teachers of special subjects must have had a training of 
a cultural level entirely comparable with that obligatory for other teachers: 
accordingly, advanced study in the field of specialisation is always required. 
Teacher trainees in physical culture, for instance, are trained by the district 
centres of physical and athletic education (part one of the teacher’s cer- 
tificate) and by the higher normal schools of physical and athletic education.

versities. Teachers of drawing, music and other special subjects must

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Public education in the German Federal Republic is not controlled 
by a central body but is in the hands of the authorities of the various 
Lünder and it follows that primary teacher training is not uniformly 
organized. Notwithstanding some differences in organization, the essential 
tendencies remain substantially the same and permit general information 
to be included in this survey valid for the country as a whole. It may 
first be pointed out that primary teacher training is on the level of higher 
education since all candidates must possess the certificate of matriculation; 
the examination is held either at the university or in the pedagogical 
institutes of the same level (Pädagogische Institute or Pädagogische Hoch- 
schulen). Pedagogical institutes where studies are not on the higher level 
may still exist here and there, but they are merely survivals of past 
organization and will eventually disappear. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN Primary TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


Courses obviously vary in name and content from one establishment 
to another but an outline may be given of the criteria which generally 
determine the curriculum of teacher trainees. 

The subjects usually taught in the primary school, including special 
branches such as drawing, etc., are, in almost all cases, studied in conjunc- 
tion with the particular method of teaching appropriate and the lecturer 
(Dozent) treats both aspects—the subject matter itself and the teaching 
technique—at the same time. Less frequently the technique of teaching 
is taught alone and only in one institution (University of Hamburg) are 
subjects dealt with only as such. 

The various specifically professional subjects are grouped around 
four basic ones: philosophy, education, psychology and sociology. The 
names given to the different branches of education, for instance, vary 
from one institution to another : systems of education, history of education, 
theory of teaching, general teaching technique, special teaching technique, 


introduction to school practice, religious education, comparative education, 
adult education, remedial education. 
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. _ Philosophy, psychology and sociology are sometimes studied as 
independent subjects, sometimes in terms of the educational problems 
connected with them. 

In the majority of cases, each subject is taught by a different teacher 
but in certain small institutions the same teacher may be responsible 
for several related subjects. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers whose task is to train primary teachers—including those 
who instruct in professional branches as well as those who teach general 
education subjects—must have completed academic courses leading to 
the official examination (Staats-ecamen, Promotion). Teachers holding 
professorships may be required to possess the degree qualifying as uni- 
versity lecturer (Habilitation). 

Teachers of special subjects must also have sat for examinations 
corresponding to their specialisation and have undergone the stipulated 
professional training. 

Teachers in demonstration schools are required to have combined 
academic studies with adequate teaching experience. 

Teachers responsible for training primary teachers must be so well 
grounded in the field of education and psychology that their own wide 
preparation amply equips them in scholarship and experience not merely 
to teach these subjects but also to undertake research in them. Teachers 
of other specialisations must prove equally sound training; all are required 
to have wide teaching experience.

SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


The training of primary teachers is provided by ‘ pedagogical aca- 
demies’. The course lasts for two years and only candidates who have 
completed their secondary education are admitted; instruction is there- 
fore at higher level. The candidates are also required to sit for an entrance 
examination. 

The curriculum of the ‘ pedagogical academies’ comprises the fol- 
lowing subjects : (a) general education subjects: philosophy, history of 
religions, Greek literature, a foreign language (English or French), sociology, 
public law; (b) professional subjects: general education, history of educa- 
tion, psychology, general teaching methods, special teaching methods for 
physical science, vocational guidance, educational administration; (c) 
special subjects: handwork, domestic science, hygiene, agricultural theory, 
physical culture, study of a musical instrument. 

It will be noted that subjects usually called general education subjects 
such as mathematics, history, geography, etc., are not included. This is 
because the student has already completed his secondary studies. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


On the teaching staff of a ‘ pedagogical academy ° there are several 
different categories of teachers : (a) the principal, who teaches philosophy, 
education and teaching practice; he must possess the degree of a university 
faculty (theology, mathematics or some other branch of study), hold a 
diploma in philosophy and education or have obtained similar higher 
qualifications abroad, and have at least ten years’ experience in primary 
or secondary teaching; (b) the vice-principal, who teaches history of culture, 
and psychology, and assists the principal in his teaching; he must have 
the same qualifications as the principal or—if he does not possess the 
university degree—must have obtained the Doctorate of Philosophy and 
Education of a foreign university; nine years’ experience in primary or 
secondary teaching is required; (c) the teachers of education, who assist 
the principal and vice-principal and collaborate with them in their work; 
a diploma of philosophy and education of a Greek university or its re- 
cognized equivalent (doctorate, licence, master’s or bachelor’s degree) at 
a foreign university is required; these teachers must have completed at 
least five years’ teaching in a primary or secondary school; (d) the teachers 
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of Greek literature, foreign languages and physics, who require the same 
training as secondary school teachers, i.e., university studies, both in the 
subjects in which they have specialized and in education subjects. 

The professional training of teachers of special subjects is provided 
by specialist establishments at higher level, namely, the State Domestic 
Science College (entrance examination and a three-year post-secondary 
course), the National College of Physical Education (entrance examination 
and a three-year post-secondary course), the State Academies of Music 
and the College of Agriculture (a four-year course). 

All teachers in ‘ pedagogical academies ° must have studied during 
their training : education (general educational theory, history of culture, 
general and special teaching methods and teaching practice, vocational 
guidance), psychology (general psychology, child and adolescent psycho- 
logy, experimental psychology, study of the human personality, contem- 
porary trends in psychology, etc.), philosophy (introduction to philosophy, 
history of philosophy, ethics, aesthetics, philosophy of language, etc.). 

In addition there are teachers who take special courses such as school 
hygiene, child welfare, law sociology, history of religions, etc. These are 
recruited from among doctors, jurists, theologians, etc.; they do not 
belong to the full-time staff of the * pedagogic academy ' and are paid 
according to the hours they teach. 

In universities and specialist establishments. the cost of tuition is 
borne by the student. 

FunTHER TRAINING 


Within the framework of the university there is a school for further 
training for teaching staffs called the Normal School for Secondary Edu- 
cation, at which the course takes two years. Teachers in possession of 
a university degree and having several years’ experience may follow the 
course while continuing to receive their salary; those who fulfil the same 
conditions and prefer to follow a course of further training abroad may 
obtain a State scholarship to cover the cost of residence and tuition.

Under government order No. 510 of 29th December, 1955, teacher 
training studies form one of the branches of senior secondary education. 
They last for two years and follow on from the three years of the first 
secondary stage which is devoted to general education and is common to 
all types of studies. 

The so-called professional stage comprises only educational sciences. 
First year : child psychology, education, general teaching methods, special 
teaching methods for various subjects and teaching practice, handwork, 
statistics as applied to education, educational administration and organi- 
zation. Second year: the psychology of “ apprenticeship ”, history of 
education, child psychometrics, special teaching methods (for subjects 
not dealt with in the preceding year), philosophy of education. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Secondary school teachers, including teacher training school teachers, 
are trained in the university faculty of humanities. The students specialise 
in the subjects they propose to teach, and for general education subjects 
the training of teacher training school staffs is therefore the same as for 
ordinary secondary school teachers. A detailed description of these studies 
was given in the I.B.E. publication No. 155 on the training of secondary 
school staffs. 

For future teachers of educational science subjects there are two 
specially designed courses at the same university faculty of humanities 
which are not mentioned in this publication. One deals with education 
and the other with psychology. 

Candidates for admission to the faculty of humanities must possess 
either the secondary school leaving certificate, the primary teacher’s 
diploma or the diploma in accountancy. Tuition is free except for a 
registration fee of 20 quetzals a year. The course lasts two years for the 
certificate of profesor de segunda enseñanza and four years for a full degree. 

Nevertheless, not all teacher training school staff have received the 
training described above, as these courses have only been organized fairly 
recently. Consequently, to meet the needs of the schools, a number of 


primary teachers who have proved themselves to be particularly suitable 
are admitted to the staff of teacher training schools. 
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The following is the detailed curriculum for students choosing to 
specialise in educational science subjects.

There is no special establishment in the country for the training 
of teacher training school staffs. The teachers at present employed are 
either primary school teachers or graduates of one of the faculties of the 
University of Haiti.

The teacher training school staff usually obtain advanced professional 
training abroad as there is no special establishment existing in the country 
to provide the requisite training. This is usually obtained at the Teachers’ 
Academy in Copenhagen where the minimum admission requirement is

Most of the teachers on the staff of the Teachers’ College of Iceland 
are graduates of the University of Iceland or of a foreign university who 
have also followed additional university courses abroad, besides special 
study to complete their professional training.

There is no entrance examination and the 
course lasts ten months. During this time, teachers who are government 
nominees receive their full salary and are provided with free hostel ac- 
commodation; they make their own arrangements with regard to meals, 
by means of the mess system. Ordinary trainees pay about two hundred 
rupees per year in addition to boarding charges. 

Trainee teachers of special subjects must have qualified at special 
establishments'such as the Lady Irwin College (domestic science), physical 
culture schools at Lucknow, Madras, Bombay and Amraoti (physical 
education), music schools, etc. Trainees who have reached a certain 
standard are chosen to act as instructors in crafts (especially important 
in basic education) such as spinning, weaving, modelling, carpentry, 
leather work, etc.; agriculture teachers must have the degree of Bachelor 
of Science (Agriculture). 

"Teachers for demonstration schools qualify at the Basic Senior Teachers 
Certificate Schools, while the headmaster is generally a trained university 
graduate. 

The strictly pedagogical training of teachers comprises the following 
branches of study : history of education, methodology, general pedagogy, 
experimental pedagogy, child and adolescent psychology, study of relevant 
development phases (instinct, attention, interest, will, memory, etc.). 
Practical teaching (including criticism lessons) is also prescribed. 


APPOINTMENT 


Trainees are selected, either on account of their experience in teaching 
or their work while training, to act as instructors at first on a temporary 
basis. No competitive examination for this selection is held but the ap- 
titude of individual trainees is gauged by their work both while training 
and while teaching in other schools. Permanent appointment depends 
upon selection by a special committee at whose interview with the applicant 
an expert of the Department of Education is present. Qualifications and 
quality of work are both taken into consideration. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


To keep teachers who are in service abreast with modern educational 
tendencies, seminars and conferences are held from time to time. Teachers 
may also be deputed to attend conferences in other states. :

Teacher training schools provide a two-year curriculum in continuation 
of the lower secondary stage which lasts three years and consists of general 
education subjects. The following subjects are taught in the teacher 
training course : religious knowledge, Persian, Arabic, one foreign language, 
history, geography, mathematics, physics, chemistry, natural science, 
education, psychology, physical culture, drawing, handicrafts, music. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers in the teacher training schools must possess the diploma of 
the Higher Teacher Training School (except those who are responsible 
for subjects such as music, drawing, etc., for which experts are appointed). 

For admission to the Higher Teacher Training School, candidates 
must have the baccalaureate certificate and must sit for an entrance 
examination in which papers are set on the special subject selected, Persian 
and a foreign language; the examination also includes an intelligence test. 
Studies are of three years’ duration; they are free and, in addition, a 
monthly grant of fifteen hundred rials is paid to students on the under- 
standing that they undertake to teach in public schools for at least five , 


years.

The training college curriculum usually consists of the following : 
general-education subjects: religious instruction, Arabic, English, social 
sciences (including history and geography), study of Iraq, science (including 
biology and physics), mathematics, hygiene; professional subjects: ele- 
mentary education, educational psychology, child psychology, general 
methods of teaching and class management, use of visual aids; special 
subjects: home management, agriculture, physical culture, music and 
singing, drawing and handicrafts. 

To relieve the acute shortage of teachers in the country, special one- 
year courses have recently been organized for those who have completed 
their secondary education and wish to become teachers; but—unlike the 
arrangements for students taking the regular course of training—no 
facilities for free boarding are provided for students enrolled for the rapid 
courses who must defray their own food and lodging expenses. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers on the staff of training colleges are as a general rule selected 
from the following: (a) graduates of the Higher Teachers College and 
Queen Aliya College for Girls who have successfully taught for not less 
than three years in secondary schools; both these institutions provide 
education at the higher level spread over four years; (b) science graduates 
of foreign universities, both Western and Oriental; (c) foreign teachers, 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Annual summer courses are organized to keep teachers up to date on 
methods of teaching and to improve their knowledge and skill in the 
educational field; teachers’ associations also promote further cultural and 
professional training by organizing lectures, demonstration lessons and 
conferences. ‘Teaching staffs are also granted a two-year study leave in 
or outside Iraq. In addition, Iraq participates in all the educational 


courses organized by the ‘American University of Beirut or the Arab

Approximately one-fifth of the total number recruited as primary 
teachers receive their secondary school education in the six Preparatory 
Colleges where the course normally extends for four years and the only 
specifically professional subject is practice of leaching. The subjects 
taught in these colleges are : (a) Irish, English, history, geography, mathe- 
matics, science; (b) teaching practice; (c) drawing, manual instruction 
(boys), domestic science (girls), music. 

Teachers in the Preparatory Colleges are usually in charge of more 
than one subject, but there are no fixed groupings of subjects.

The fee of £60 a year covers tuition, board and residence din the 
college. Colleges also receive grants from the State. 


Music teachers must have a university degree or equivalent quali- 
fications.

No special arrangements are made for pedagogical or psychological 
training for the teachers of Preparatory Colleges. They have normally 
received such training as part of their university, or other, courses. Those 
who have, in addition, received training in the Training Colleges have

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taken the courses and examinations referred to later in this report. Prac- 
tical training has usually been received during the university courses for 
the Higher Diploma in Education and most teachers have had several 
years of teaching experience in ordinary schools at secondary level before

Teachers are appointed on probation for one year and appointment 
is then confirmed if service has been satisfactory.

Training Colleges train primary teachers in two years of higher level 
study. Subjects taught are as follows : (a) general education subjects : 
Irish, English, history, geography, reading and recitation (including voice 
training), mathematics, hygiene; (b) professional subjecis: principles of 
education, methods of teaching, practice of teaching; (c) special subjects : 
physical training, drawing, rural science, vocal music. Students can also 
choose optional courses in Latin, French and instrumental music. 

It is arranged as far as possible to have one teacher for each subject. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of specifically professional subjects in the Training Colleges 
usually possess university degrees of honours standard, together with the 
Higher Diploma in Education. They are, in most cases, ex-students of the 
Training Colleges and have had several years of teaching experience. 

Teachers of general education subjects must also possess a university 
degree, together with the Higher Diploma in Education. 

Teachers of music and of rural science must have a university degree 
or equivalent qualifications. Domestic science teachers must have the 
diploma of the Department of Education for domestic science or successful 
completion of special courses approved by the Department. Teachers of 
drawing must have an Art Teachers Certificate. 

All that has been said in the first part of this report on specific pro- 
fessional training applies also for teachers in Training Colleges.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Primary teachers are trained either in the training colleges where 
the course takes two years, or at the University School of Education 
which has a three-year curriculum.

required for admission. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


Subjects generally taught in primary teacher training establishments 
comprise: (a) general-education subjects: Bible study, Hebrew language 
and literature, English, science; (b) professional subjects: pedagogy (phi- 
losophy of education), history of education, psychology, teaching technique, 
school syllabuses; (с) special subjects: agriculture, handicrafts, physical 
culture, hygiene. 

Certain optional subjects such as special education, adult education, 
or extra-curricular activities must also be added to group (b). 


TRAINING ОЕ STAFFS 


Teaching staff for both specifically professional and general education 
subjects are trained either at the Hebrew University School of Educa- 
tion or a similar academic institution. For the first category, they 
must be university graduates possessing the M.A., or even Ph. D. 
degree, and for the second, at least the B.A. degree,

The requisite qualifications of teachers of s 
stipulated in any official regulations but, here again, preference is given to 
university graduates. As local institutions are not in a position to provide 
training of an adequate standard, resort is had, for instance, to recognized 
art academies and similar institutions abroad, whose diplomas are accepted 
instead. 

Teachers in demonstration schools must hold a teacher training 
college certificate and have had a minimum of five years’ primary 
teaching.

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APPOINTMENT 


When an establishment has a vacancy on its staff, the principal 
recommends a candidate who is subsequently interviewed by the inspector. 
If the inspector is favourably impressed both by the candidate’s personality 
and his professional qualifications, he forwards the application to the 
Head of the Teacher Training Department for approval. The probationary 
period lasts for two years and may be extended for a third year; if the 
new teacher satisfies the inspector during this period, his appointment is 
confirmed as permanent. The same procedure holds good for all teachers. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Special conferences are held to discuss teaching methods and educa- 
tional problems, particularly those connected with the integration of 
immigrants’ children in rural communities. In addition, principals of 
primary teacher training establishments frequently meet to review ques- 
tions of school administration. 

Teachers are encouraged to refer to professional journals published 


at home or abroad.

The training of primary teachers is provided by establishments 
called istituti magistrali, in which studies are of four years’ duration and 
the curriculum includes the following subjects: religious knowledge, 
Italian, Latin, a foreign language, history and geography, mathematics 
and physics, natural science (including chemistry), philosophy), philo- 
sophy and the theory of education, psychology, teaching practice, drawing 
and the history of art, choral singing and physical culture. 

Subjects dealt with by the same teacher are grouped as follows : 
Italian and history; Latin and history; mathematics and physics; the 
theory of education, philosophy and psychology ; natural science, chemistry 
and geography; drawing and the history of art; choral singing; physical 
culture. In the first year only, the same teacher takes Italian, Latin, 
history and geography. 

Instruction in the foreign language and in religious knowledge is 
given by teachers specially appointed for the purpose. 

The course of study in the istituto magistrale follows the general 
lines of a classical division. Latin is taught and the basic aim is to give 
the pupil a humanist education. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Training of staff for both general education subjects and professional 
subjects in the istituti magistrali is provided by the universities, in the 
faculty of the subject chosen for specialisation. Thus teachers of mathe- 
matics, physics, chemistry and natural science must have the doctorate 
of a faculty of science (four years' study after the classical or scientific 
higher school leaving certificate); teachers of Italian, history, geography, 
education, psychology and philosophy must possess a doctorate of either 
the faculty of arts (four years' study after the classical higher school 
leaving certificate), or the faculty of magistero (four years? study, the condi- 
tion of entry being the primary teacher's diploma). This training does not 
in fact differ from that of ordinary secondary teachers and does not involve 
any particular professional study; the courses in education and psychology 
are compulsory only for those preparing for the doctorate of philosophy 
(faculty of arts) or the doctorate of education (faculty of magistero) and 
are optional for the others. "Teaching practice is not required. 
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Drawing, singing and physical culture instructors must have the 
diploma of a specialist establishment : the academy of art (or a senior 
art secondary school or teacher training school of drawing), the college 
of music, the Higher College of Physical Culture (or equivalent courses). 

The supervisors of teaching practice are primary school teachers. 


APPOINTMENT 


Once he has obtained his doctorate (laurea), a candidate for the 
teaching profession must pass a state examination in the subjects he intends 
to teach (Italian and Latin, or Italian and history, or mathematics and 
physics, etc.). When he is thus qualified to teach his own subjects he may 
sit for the competitive examination which precedes any permanent ap- 
pointment. Before being thus appointed the candidate may, however, be 
specially appointed to teach as an external teacher. 


FunTHER TRAINING 


The official body concerned with activities for the training and further 
training of teaching staffs (congresses, various publications, etc.) is the 
Centro didattico nazionale which comes under the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. Other activities are organized by professional associations.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Information contained in this survey only relates to the Rural 
Teachers’ Training Centre at Beit Hanina which provides a two-year 
course of study following completion of the lower secondary school. 
Teachers (men only) who are trained in this establishment are required to 
assume an important social role amongst the rural populations; hence a 
major feature of their training is the time spent on the study of problems 


inherent in rural life. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT AT THE RURAL TEACHERS’

The curriculum of this establishment consists of three groups of sub- 
jects, namely : (a) subjects related to field work: farming, development of

The first three years of the teacher training course are spent on 
general education studies corresponding with the lower secondary stage. 
These are followed by a three-year phase of professional training consisting 
in the main of pedagogic subjects. 

The following subjects comprise the curriculum of the first three 
years : mathematics, biology, geography, history, Spanish language and 
literature, foreign language, civics (including study of social questions), 
music, drawing and modelling, workshop training or domestic science, 
physical culture (including premilitary instruction). In the third-year 
curriculum several hours a week are also reserved for optional subjects. 

The following subjects are included in the professional curriculum 
of the last three years, whether studied throughout the course or only 
for one or two years : education (ciencia de la educación), teaching technique, 
history of education, general psychology, theory of education, educational 
psychology, school health, school organization and administration, political 
economy and study of the country's economic problems, sociology, logic, 
ethics, mineralogy and geology, cosmography, Greek and Latin etymology, 
world literature, history of art and principles of aesthetics, handwriting, 
music, drawing and art, use of audiovisual methods, dancing and dramatic 
art, physical culture (including pre-military instruction), workshop training 
or domestic science. In the third year, two hours а week are reserved for op- 
tional subjects : teaching of drawing, teaching of singing or adult education. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


The training ordinarily required of normal school teachers is that 
provided by the higher normal schools where the course lasts four years. 
There is no age limit for admission to these schools, but candidates must 
possess either the primary teacher's certificate or the baccalaureate and 
have had a minimum of four years' teaching experience in primary schools.

It should, however, be pointed out that the above training is the same 
as that required of secondary teachers and only concerns this survey in 
respect of the lower normal stage (general education stage), corresponding 
—as stated above—to the lower secondary stage. 

A special curriculum is, therefore, planned for teachers of specifically 
professional subjects (maestros de normal y técnicos en educación). It 
comprises three groups of subjects : (a) subjects in the field of specialisa- 
tion, namely : advanced course in child development, history of education 
in Mexico, adult psychology and education, psychology of apprenticeship, 
comparative education, philosophy of education, school organization and 
administration, school health, experimental psychology, technique of the 
various teaching methods; (b) three subjects selected from the following 
during the last two years of the course : sociology applied to education, 
extra-curricular education, theory and practice of pre-primary education, 
technique of school inspection, education of the handicapped, statistics 
applied to education, school legislation, children's literature, and possibly 
other subjects connected with the particular conditions in the country; 
(c) subjects of general education, namely : history of philosophy, educa- 
tional and social problems in Mexico, Study of a modern language (French, 
English or German), advanced course in Spanish or Greco-Latin etymology. 
, Students at the higher normal schools have practice teaching facilities 
in the secondary demonstration schools attached to the establishment;

All normal school teachers, however, are not graduates of a higher 
normal school; shortage of the latter necessitates recourse to candidates 
trained either in the Faculty-of Arts and Philosophy of the autonomous 
University of Mexico, or at other higher educational establishments such 
as the National Polytechnical Institute, the National University, etc.

Special certificates are needed to teach certain subjects : this applies, 
for instance, to handicrafts, needlework, speech correction (certificate 
awarded by the Society of Correct Speech and Phonetics), Dutch civilisa- 
tion and sociology (special certificate generally awarded to holders of a 
doctorate or a secondary teacher’s certificate). To teach music, it is ne- 
cessary to possess either the diploma of an academy of music, the doctorate 
in music or the relevant certificate as specified in (b) above.

A professional training is required by teachers who are university 
graduates as well as by those who take the training mentioned under (b);

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Teachers’ training colleges for students intending to become primary 
teachers are establishments at a level intermediary between secondary 
and higher; students are generally admitted at the age of seventeen years 
after having completed at least three years of secondary education (five 
years being the total duration of secondary studies). 

The course in the teachers’ training colleges covers three years. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


The teachers’ training college curriculum is made up of two distinct 
groups of subjects : (a) “core” studies, being principal and compulsory 
subjects; (b) four or more “ credit " studies, chosen from an optional range, 
in which the student must obtain a given number of credits. 

The studies and activities in group (a) include: English, general 
theory of education, principles and practice of teaching, child development, 
organization, curricula and methods of the primary and intermediate 
school, physical and health education, music. 

Subjects in group (b) must be chosen from the following : English 
literature, history, geography, science, mathematies, arts and crafts, 
physical education (advanced study), music (advanced study), and any 
other subject that may be approved by the Department of Education. 
Equivalent credits may be gained by attending university classes and 
passing subjects at degree level. 


In general, each subject is the responsibility of a specialist lecturer. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


No requirement is specifically laid down by authority regarding 
qualifications and training of teachers’ college staff, but the appointing 
authority looks for evidence of ability to work successfully with young 
people of post-secondary age. 

Lecturers in professional subjects would, in principle, have a back- 
ground of successful teaching experience of reasonable length in addition 
to substantial academic qualifications, normally a university degree 
including units in education, psychology or related fields. 

Lecturers in general education subjects also have a similar, if less 
extensive, background of successful teaching experience, together with 
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good academic qualifications, such as a university honours degree in 
their own field. Thus, while applicants for teachers’ college lectureships 
are not required to have university qualifications, in practice most ap- 
pointees in the general and professional fields are graduates. Many primary 
teachers, for instance, take the courses offered by the university colleges ' 
which lead to the Master's Degree in Education or to the Diploma of 
Education, and provide an academic preparation for many teachers' 
college posts.

The subjects listed 
below are all included in the curriculum of the teacher training schools, 
although some of them may only be taught during one, two or three years. 

General education subjects : English, Spanish, national language, social 
science (democracy and current economic, political and social issues, 
Philippine government and political law, Philippine culture and social 
life, contemporary world civilization), science (biology, physies); pro- 
fessional subjects: education (child growth and development, fundamental 
principles of teaching for elementary education, study of curricula, fun- 
damental and adult education, educational measurement and evaluation 
techniques, guidance and counselling, educational administration and 
supervision), psychology, practice teaching (one semester); special (non- 
academic) subjects: physical education, pre-military training (men), home 
economics (women), art education (drawing, modelling, etc.), music, 
practical arts (agriculture, handicrafts, etc.), health. 

A wide choice of optional subjects, including both general education

Teachers appointed to teach professional subjects in the teacher 
training schools must possess the degree of bachelor of science in education 
(for which elementary education is compulsory as the principal subject), 
and the degree of master of arts in education or that of master of education.

Teachers on the staff of training schools receive their training in 
teachers’ colleges or colleges of education; the duration of the course is 
four years to obtain the bachelor's degree and a further two years for that 
of master.

culum designed for primary teachers who have long teaching experience 
to their credit and special knowledge in the professional field; those who 
are admitted to the faculty, after successfully passing the entrance exa- 
mination, are granted leave with pay and, if necessary, a family allowance.

APPOINTMENT 


Once a candidate holds the degree qualifying for secondary teaching, 
obtained either at the university or at the higher school of education, on 
application to the competent school authorities he is appointed without 
delay to a general secondary school. Only after he has successfully taught 
for at least three years does he become eligible for promotion to a teacher- 
training school; he then receives а 10% increase in salary for slightly 
less hours of teaching. 

Holders of the degree of the faculty of education, referred to above 
who will be appointed to teach professional subjects, must first serve a 
probationary period in a standard school; they can only be appointed 
directly to a teacher-training secondary school if this establishment al- 
ready has an experienced teacher on its staff who has specialised in peda- 
gogic subjects and is qualified to initiate the candidate in his work. In 
such cases, the new teacher must perform certain hours of work in a stan- 
dard school in addition to his teaching assignment. 

Appointments are permanent from the start and are only terminated 
at the request of the holder, or after disciplinary action if he has been 
found unfit by a special commission which has held two hearings. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


A. widespread system of further training for teachers is organized on 
a national scale by a “ centre of Further Training for Teachers " under 
the Ministry of Education; this centre consists of several departments 
each of which deals with a given subject under expert control. The orga- 
nization has district branches so that centres of further training exist in 
the various administrative subdivisions. These centres organize very 
diverse activities; courses, lectures, consultations, distribution of docu- 
ments, periodicals, and results of experiments, etc. Arrangements are 
made by the heads of the various specialised departments so that teachers 
in the teacher-training secondary schools can discuss their teaching pro- 
blems four times a year. The Ministry of Education, in collaboration 
with the Centre, pays particular attention to the further training of teachers 
of pedagogic subjects and principals of teacher-training secondary schools : 
several Courses are organized annually during the vacations when parti- 
cular consideration is given to questions connected with teacher training. 
Thus, with active assistance from the teachers, a collection of guiding 
principles in teaching was recently published and a draft reform of primary 
teacher training schools was outlined, Invitations to attend these courses 
are always sent to university professors who organize teachers’ research 
work for those interested, with whom they keep in touch to give advice 
and guidance throughout the school year if necessary. ў

An important reform in the system of training primary teachers is 
at present under consideration by the Ministry; it is thought that the 
professional training of these teachers should be at the higher level and 
should become a specialisation after termination of complete secondary 
studies. It is proposed to set up three-year teacher training schools where 
the curriculum will continue that of the general secondary schools.

Students intending to teach specifically professional subjects receive 
a very thorough pedagogical training which includes the study of the 
following subjects: philosophy of education, general educational theory, 
history of education, differential education, social theories of education, 
experimental education, biology and education, history of Spanish edu- 
cational institutions, history of Spanish education in America, school 
hygiene, general method and special teaching methods. 

Training in psychology is provided by the following courses : general 
and experimental psychology, child and adolescent psychology, psychology 
of the educational process and vocational guidance. In connection with 
training in psychology one should also mention the many courses available 
at the School of Psychology and Psychological Techniques set up in 1953 
in the University of Madrid. This school, the immediate aim of which 
is to train specialists in experimental psychological research (educational 
psychologists, vocational guidance experts, etc.) is largely attended by 
teachers or future teachers in teacher training schools, amongst others. 

Practical training is provided by the department of education, to 
which is attached a demonstration school (grupo escolar). Practical work 
can also be arranged in connection with other establishments, for example, 
at the San José de Calasanz Institute which is attached to the Higher 
Council for Scientific Research. 

Professional training is also required for teachers of non-academic 
subjects. In addition to a specialist qualification in the subject they teach

APPOINTMENT 


Vacancies in teacher training schools are filled by means of compe- 
titive examinations (oposiciones) conducted by the Ministry of National 
Education and open to all candidates who possess the necessary qualifi- 
cations as set out above. These examinations are held every two years 
and consist of rather severe tests in which the candidate must give proof 
of his theoretical and practical training. His previous experience and 
achievements are also taken into account.

Appointments are permanent and a teacher cannot be transferred to 
another school except at his own request. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Numerous steps are taken by the education authorities or other 
bodies to encourage the further training of teacher training school staffs. 
For example, the ministry’s social services have placed at the disposal of 
teachers desiring to travel abroad for educational purposes sums of money 
which vary according to the length of the journey and the period spent 
abroad etc. The S.E.M. (Servicio Езраћо! del Magisterio) also has awarded 
to teacher training school teachers and inspectors scholarships for study 
travel in France, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland, England and Portugal. 
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Facilities are also available for further training within the country : 
in addition to the facilities usually granted to teachers accompanied by 
their pupils, scholarships are also provided for teachers desiring to follow 
regular courses or undertake research. The General Directorate of Primary 
Education, for example, offers three scholarships annually to teacher 
training school teachers to enable them to follow courses at the School 
of Psychology at the University of Madrid. Other scholarships allow 
teachers to attend vacation courses such as those held at the Menéndez 
Pelayo University at Santander. In addition there are the courses, series 
of lectures, conferences, etc., arranged by the San José de Calasanz Insti- 
tute of Education or by professional organizations.

Primary teacher training colleges (folkskoleseminarier) admit two 
categories-of students: those who have completed the lower secondary 
stage and those who have completed secondary studies in full. In the first 
case, the curriculum lasts four years and, in the second, two years. It is 
accordingly somewhat difficult to classify these establishments as being 
at the higher or secondary level. 


SUBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


The following subjects are taught in the folkskoleseminarier (four-year 
curriculum) : religious knowledge, mother tongue, English, history and 
social sciences, geography, mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology and 
hygiene, education and psychology, methods of teaching, practice teaching, 
library management, physical culture, drawing, penmanship, handicrafts, 
music, gardening, domestic science (girls). 

In general, each teacher only teaches a single subject. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of professional subjects, like those of general education 
subjects, are called leklorer and undergo the same training as teachers in 
the senior secondary schools. They are all university graduates who hold 
the degree both of Master (four to five years’ advanced study) and Licen- 
tiate (three years’ minimum additional study); besides which all have 
submitted their doctor's thesis. 

While at the university every prospective special subject teacher 
undergoes a course in psychology and in history and theory of education. 
After graduation a teacher trainee Serves as an assistant for some vears; 
he is present at lessons given by teachers in all types of schools and under 
the guidance of experienced teachers assumes certain teaching assignments 
in his own subject. He then undergoes practical training (praktisk lérer- 
kurs) for one or two terms in secondary and normal schools specially for 
the purpose. This practical course is preceded by a preparatory three-week 
stage organized at Stockholm, Goteborg or Lund which deals with certain 
questions bearing on education, psychology and methods of teaching. 

Teachers of drawing, music, physical culture, handicrafts and domestic 
science are all trained in the different specialised institutions and their 
attached schools.

But the authorities may also appoint, without competitive examination, 
on the basis of qualifications submitted and the reputation of the candidate 
who appears the best qualified. 

In practice, on the recommendation of the school commissions, the 
authorities appoint persons with the prescribed qualifications, who have 
already had teaching experience in another school at secondary level, to 


be teachers in normal schools or part-time lecturers. Appointment may 
be on a temporary or permanent basis. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Full-time teachers in the normal schools are generally members of 
the Swiss Society of Secondary School Teachers’ education department ; 
they also belong to cantonal associations where they are grouped according 
to the subjects taught. These groups meet at regular intervals to review 
problems connected with their particular subjects; they organize meetings 
and conferences, etc., as the agenda may require. 

The cantonal education departments organize courses of further training 
as need occurs; they also authorize the necessary leaves, as well as grants 
or scholarships to facilitate study abroad, participation in conferences 
and meetings of learned societies, and visits to specialised institutions. 

Teachers' associations provide journals, bulletins and other types of 
publication, either permanently or when required; their members are also 
invited to contribute to the education departments' official bulletins.

The specifically professional training provided by the higher training 
college includes the following subjects: general theory of education, 
philosophy of education, history of education, experimental education, 
general psychology, child psychology, educational psychology, experimental 
psychology, social psychology, sociology, techniques of social enquiry, 
rural sociology, evolution of economic theory. The candidate is also 
required to complete a practical probation period in secondary schools 
and teacher training schools under the supervision of the staff.

APPOINTMENT 


Candidates who pass the practical and theory examinations at the 
end of their course receive the proficiency certificate in secondary education 
and are automatically appointed by the Ministry of Education.

A major reform has just been introduced in primary teacher training. 
Before 1955, training was provided by normal schools whose course lasted 
four years in continuation of the first seven years’ schooling. At the 
beginning of the school year 1956-1957, for the purpose of raising the 
professional level of teachers, special departments for primary teacher 
training were set up in conjunction with the higher institutes of education 
which—as will be seen later—are establishments at the higher level for 
training secondary teaching staff. 

Only pupils who have completed secondary studies are admitted 
to these new departments whose course is of two years’ duration; from 
1956, therefore, the course of training for primary teachers ranks as 
being at the higher level. 

‘All the subjects listed in the primary school syllabus, e.g. arithmetic, 
mother tongue, drawing, physical culture, etc., are taught to teacher 
trainees in conjunction with the corresponding methods of teaching. The 
curriculum consists of : general education subjects : mother tongue, Russian, 
history, geography, history of the communist party of the Soviet Union, 
arithmetic, natural science, child anatomy and physiology; professional 
subjects: education, history of education, general psychology, child psy- 
chology, methods of teaching the various subjects, school health, children’s 
literature, practice teaching; special (non-academic) subjects: physical 
culture, drawing, penmanship, singing.

in these institutes or at the university. 
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Higher institutes of education are open to primary teachers who 
have already taught for at least three years and to students who have 
completed secondary education. Candidates are admitted—as in the 
universities—up to the age of thirty-five years and must pass an entrance 
examination, from which those are exempted, however, who have completed 
secondary studies with a gold medal or normal studies with mention 
" excellent ". There are no tuition fees and students are granted a State 
scholarship, the amount of which varies according to individual merit;

courses organized by the Central Institute for Further Training of Tea- 
chers; various educational journals: “ The Soviet School ", “ Literature 
at School ", “ The Ukrainian Language at School ’’, * Soviet Pedagogy ”, 
“Public Education”, “The Primary School" and other specialised 
periodicals in various subjects; model lessons and commentary during 
visits to schools. There are also distinguished experts amongst the prin- 
cipals and staff of teacher training schools able to further their colleagues’ 
knowledge and do much to improve teaching in these schools, undertaking 
the preparation of textbooks, etc.

Psychology also forms 
part of the curriculum and includes : general psychology, child psychology 
educational psychology, methods of teaching psychology, experimental 
psychology. This course in education and psychology is completed by a 
practical training consisting of several hours a week in the second and 
fourth year, a six-week course of training at a primary school in the third 
year, a four-week seminar in methods of teaching and a four-week training 
period in the pioneer camps. The whole professional training takes up 55% 


of the total time-table. 

Teachers of music and physical culture in normal schools must also 
have trained at the higher level in their field of specialisation; those in 
charge of practical work in workshops combine practical experience with 
a training either at the higher or the secondary level.

INTRODUCTION 


The old-time normal school at the secondary level has almost com- 
pletely disappeared in the United States. Only in the State of Nebraska 
is this form of elementary * teacher training programme still found and 
even there it is scheduled to terminate in 1958. The number of elementary 
teachers thus trained is probably less than 1% of the total for 1956-1957. 

The first State “ normal school " was opened at Lexington, Massachu- 
setts, in 1839. For more than a century the normal training programmes 
at secondary level served a useful purpose, particularly in preparing 
elementary teachers for work in ruralareas. It is the general opinion today 
that teachers in both urban and rural communities and in both elementary 
and secondary schools should have a broad foundation of liberal education, 
as well as adequate professional training, attained by training at a higher 
level. Thus about two-thirds of the total number of institutions of higher 
education (universities, teachers’ colleges, liberal arts colleges and junior 
colleges) offer courses or programmes designed specifically to prepare 
elementary and secondary teachers. Junior colleges offer two years of 
post-secondary training; the other institutions, four years. 

Although, in general, elementary and secondary school teachers today 
are prepared in the same institutions, the programmes they follow remain 
somewhat different. As a rule, elementary school teachers spend more of 
the training period in professional education courses than the secondary 
school teacher does. Also they do not usually select a major in a subject

Except in three States and the District of Columbia, where teachers must 
possess certificates for their respective states, selection is made solely on 
professional qualifications. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


Additional salary increments and professional rank are given in 
recognition of advanced study undertaken and degrees earned, as well as 
for research and the publication of scholarly articles and books. Advanced 
study is frequently undertaken by teachers in service at evening or sum- 
mer courses or during sabbatical leave, or they participate in scientific 
Studies of children or teaching methods. Opportunities for teaching, 
research and study abroad are found in United States government pro- 
grammes such as the Fulbright and technical assistance programmes.

The course of study covers the following subjects: Vietnamese, 
French and English languages, ethics and civics, history and geography, 
mathematics, physics and chemistry, natural science, theory and practice 
of education, child psychology, handicrafts and drawing (including do- 
mestic economy), music, physical education and youth recreation, agri- 
culture and hygiene.

institution; (b) candidates who possess a degree in education conferred 
by the Vietnamese or French faculties of arts or science or, as the case 
may be, a recognized equivalent degree. 

Candidates who possess a university degree (other than in education), 
or another diploma of higher education deemed equivalent, may be ap- 
pointed as probationary teachers and become established after a period 
of two years if, in the opinion of the competent authorities, their work is 


satisfactory.

SuBJECTS TAUGHT IN PRIMARY TEACHER TRAINING 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


Subjects studied by future primary teachers may be grouped as 
follows : (a) general education subjects: mother tongue and literature, one 
foreign language (French, Russian, English or German), philosophy, 
history, geography (including geology), Yugoslav social science, mathe- 
matics, physics, chemistry, biology, hygiene; (b) professional subjects : 
general pedagogy, history of education, methods of teaching primary 
school subjects, general psychology, educational psychology; (c) special 
subjects : physical education, handicrafts, drawing, music, pre-military 
instruction. 

It should be noted, however, that the subjects taught are not the 
same in all the republics. In some teacher training schools, for example, 
the following subjects are taught in addition to those mentioned above: 
agriculture, rural science, domestic science, history of art, elementary 
political economy, dramatic art and production, administration and other 
optional subjects such as mass education. 

As a rule each subject is taught by a different teacher but it may 
sometimes happen that a teacher fills up his time-table with some other 
subject or with lessons in another school. For subjects for which only a 
limited number of lesson-periods are required, teachers may be paid by the 
hour. 


TRAINING OF STAFFS 


Teachers of professional subjects must possess an arts diploma while 
teachers of general education subjects may have either an arts or a science 
diploma. In both cases the qualification of secondary school teacher is 
necessary. 

Students who wish to be admitted to the faculty of letters or of science 
should possess a secondary school leaving certificate or a primary teachers’ 
diploma. Tuition is free, as in all other schools. 

The faculties of rural science and of medicine, the academies of 
music and of fine arts, and the physical education institute train respectively 
teachers of agriculture, hygiene, music, drawing and physical education. 
With the exception of the faculties of rural science and medicine, all 
these institutions are at a higher level and provide professional training 
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ation. Teachers of handicrafts and domestic 
e trained at secondary level. Leaders who 
ry instruction are trained at the military

Teachers of demonstration schools have the diplomas of the teacher 
training school but amongst them there are occasionally some who have 
finished their studies at the faculty of letters. Professional training is not 
organized in any uniform way in the different teacher training establish- 
ments. Teachers who, before entering the faculty of letters or of science, 
have been pupils of a teacher training school have obviously a more 
extensive professional training. As a general rule future teachers, during 
their university studies, take introductory courses in pedagogy and general 
education. Courses in adolescent psychology and in teaching practice are 
also given in some faculties. 


APPOINTMENT 


Only permanent appointments are made but the title of teacher is 
not conferred until after a State examination which the candidate must 
take at the end of two years’ service. If he cannot pass this examination 
within a period of five years his services are no longer required. 

Vacants posts are announced by the people’s committees of the 
various districts as open for competition; teachers are selected according 
to their diplomas and experience. 


FURTHER TRAINING 


There are a number of ways in which teachers in service may continue 
their training. These include discussions, courses and conferences or- 
ganized by professional societies made up of teachers of the same subject, 
courses of various kinds organized by teachers of one school or one region, 
lectures, exchange of teachers and foreign travel arranged by the Teachers’ 
Association, scholarships granted by Unesco and the possibility of attending 
its seminars, regular meetings convoked by school authorities, etc. Mention 
should also be made of the Federal Institute for the study of educational 
matters, the centres set up in the different republics for further training 
and educational publications. 
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
